PARTY PROMISES. 











FLORIDA AND ARKANSAS TO BE DISCI- 
PLINED FOR REPUBLICAN PURPOSES 
—COMPLAINTS OF THE TARIFF BILL. 


Wasnincton, April 28.—When the President 
in his inaugural address alluded to the South as 
a section of the country in which a peculiar 
political state of things existed and intimated 
that the conditions called for special treatment 
his words, uttered undoubtedly after mature re- 
fiection, were heard and commented on by South- 
erm men as indicating a determination on 
the part of the party managers to turn 
their attention seriously sooner or later to 
the task of establishing, in the South, by the 
force of arms, if need be, that political control 
that Republican orators have long insisted that 
the party is entitled to, and which it has been 
deprived of only by the irregular or violent 
methods adopted by the Democrats to elect their 
candidates to Congress. 

While many bills have been introduced with 
the view of making good the menace of the 
President, none of them has reached a forward 
state. With these bills on the calendars slowly 
coming to the surface it is evident that the Pres- 
ident and his Attorney General are impatient to 
let the Republicans at the North and the Demo- 
crats atthe South know that the menaces ut- 
tered in the inaugural address were not empty, 
but that they were loaded and that they were 
intended to hurt when they were carried into 
execution, 

Operations are now being carried on in two 
States, with the view, apparently, of preparing 


the party conscience to accept a course of ad- 
valniotratton discipline at the South, that noth- 
ing but the greatest political or party necessity 
would suggest as called for. In Arkansas there 
is at work an investigating committee of the 
House, and it is perfectly plain that the mission 
of the Republican majority of that committee 
is to prove that the killing of John M. Clayton 
‘was @ political murder, and that it was the re- 
sult of a Democratic conspiracy. 

Before the investigating committee had started 
for Little Rock there had been indications that 
the Harrison war on the South was to be pros- 
ecuted with vigor in Florida.¥ The order by an 
officer of the United States Court to summon a 
jury of Republicans was a very distinct intima- 
tion of the purpose of the Administration to 
carry the war into Florida. The offend- 
ing officer was set aside, but his zeal 
‘was rewarded with another and more lucrative

in this country at from 37 cents to $4 eg dozen, 
cost for cases, packing, transportation, 5 per 
cent.; commission to agent, freight to seaport, 
and ocean rig oy: 45 per cent. on the cost at 
factory. Add this a duty of 45 per cent. and 
the price is almost doubled by the time the goods 
are in the hands of the people. China vases and 
other fancy china articles ranging at the same 
prices have about the same amount of expense 
attached to them and, in addition, a duty of 60 
percent. The firm points out that there is no 
necessity for this increase of duty, as none of 
these articles are made in this country, and the 
only toy tea sets manufactured in the United 
States are those made of pewter, and not china. 
In closing their letter they say: 
“We most emphatically protest against the 
eneral enormous increase of duty proposed by 
he McKinley bill. We believe in protecting 
American industries, but cannot support this 
measure, as its object seems to be to make mill- 
jionaires pp the very shortest time of manufact- 
urers, and to accomplish this object the masses 
will have to buy at greatly advanced prices, sim- 
ly to enrich those who already have more than 
heir share of this world’s goods. Weare Re-

THE DUAL LEAGUE PROJECT. 





A TIMELY SUGGESTION FROM YALE’S 
FOOTBALL EXPERT. 


NEW-HAVEN, April 28.—Walter Camp, the Yale 
football expert, ina discussion of the dual league 
project to-day, calls attention to a peculiarity of 
the situation that has been overlooked. Harvard 
last Fall instructed her football management to 
withdraw from the intercollegiate organization, 
but as there has been no meeting of the Football 
Association since that time, the resignation has 
not been formally acted upon. Harvard has, 
however, resigned from the baseball league. 
Her resignation was accepted, and the Inter- 
collegiate Association was by that action dis- 
solved. Mr. Camp shows that a precedent was 
thus established, in effect that the resignation of 
any one college in a league whose constitution 
names the members dissolves that league. 

The annual Intercollegiate League Convention 
is fixed by the constitution for the first Satur- 
day in May, so that if there be no postponement 
of that meeting, and Harvard, as she is almost 
certain to do, formally tenders her resignation, 
the association will then be dissolved. Mr. 
Camp advocates an_ intercollegiate penne for 
the sake of maintaining fixed rules for 2B aying. 
If there is no ye ig he says, every col — wil 
adopt rules to suit its own team, and in playing 
with Yale each will probably insist upon a 
alterations in the game that it may consider ad- 
vantageous. . Concerning the solution of the 
problem Mr. Camp says: 

“Let the Harvard delegates postpone tender- 
ing their resignation until the matter of rules 
has been acted upon, and all the delegates arenee 
their colleges to play under those rules if they 
play at all. Then all matters of time and place 
arrangements could be allowed to rest until 
next Fall, when the relative positions of Yale, 
Harvard, and ceton may be better defined. 
Another way of accomplishing the same result 
would be for the delegates, including Harvard, 

form a new association and pass the rules 
only, and then adjourn, leaving it absolutely at 
the discretion of each collegeto play with any or 
none of the others. If this seemed advisable, 
Yale ought to consider it, and ask Harvard to 
attend for this purpose, or otherwise Harvard 
will probably send a written resignation.” 





AN ILLICIT DISTILLERY SEIZED. 
———@——— 
THE UNITED STATES REVENUE OFFICERS 
IN CHARGE OF THE PREMISES. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 28.—United. States 
Internal Revenue Collector Hutchinson, Deputy 
Collector Hawley of this city, and a squad of 
men made a descent on the house of David C. 
Beach at Long Hill, about six miles from this 
city, last night and seized the premises. The 
property in the hands of the officers includes two 
stills, where Beach has carried on the distilling 
of cider brandy. 

For some time Deputy Collector Hawley has 
been watching Beach’s method of conducting 
business, and within a day or two evidence suf- 
ficient to warrant a visit was secured. On ar- 
riving at the scene, the men went to work, and, 
after removing a large quantity of ice and saw- 
dust in the bottom of an icehouse, found six 
casks of cider brandy concealed. The liquor was 


gauged, declared seized, and a keeper put in 
charge of the premises. 

The search will be continued this morning, 
and the officers are confident that a large quan- 
tity of liquor will be found concealed in the 
neighborhood. Beach has carried on the busi- 
ness for geme time in a very bold manner, but 
has been so shrewd in the matter that it was 
impossible for the officers fo act.

THE COMPANY ALL RIGHT, BUT 
ITS PRESIDENT RUINED. 





RETURN OF THE HEAD OF THE AMERI- 
CAN LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY—AN 
EXPLANATION, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 28.— Personally Iam a 
ruined man, but the company is sound,” said 
State Senator John J. MacFarlane, President of 
the American Life Insurance Company, this af- 
ternoon. 

Senator MacFarlane returned to his office early 
this morning. Other officers of the company 
were quickly on hand, and as the morning’s 
business hours advanced, bankers and mer- 
chants, who had dealings with the Presi- 
dent or were simply on a footing of porson- 
al acquaintance, called to receive from Senator 
MacFarlane’s own lips his explanation of the 
rumors reflecting upon his commercial standing. 
It was a trying ordeal for MacFarlane, who ap- 
peared to be far from well, and admitted that he 
was suffering severely, but he answered the 
many questions put to him frankly and without 
an appearance of irritation. 

Regarding the rumors of a defalcation, he 
stated emphatically that the affairs of the com- 


pany were without a flaw, and that the state- 
ments which had been made to the contrary 
were without the es foundation, so 
far as he knew. ) —— his re- 
cent absence from the city by sayin 

that be had started for Texas for the benefit o 
his health, and with the idea of combining busi- 
ness ‘with recreation. While at St. Louis he re- 
ceived ene of business matters, which 
induced him abandons his trip and to return 
home atonce. He did not hear 

defalcation until he arrived here. 

“The American Life Insurance Company,” he 
repeated, “‘is perfectly solvent and will be able 
to meet any demands that may be made upon it. 
As far as I am personally concerned, [ama 
ruined man. I shall be unable to meet my obli- 
gutens, and if I am pressed I shall, of course, 

ave to go to the wall.’ 

President MacFarlane’s statements were in- 
terrupted frequently by telephone calls from 
banks or from individuals seeking for the pay- 
ment of loans. To these demands Mr. Mac- 
Farlane had but one answer, and that was _ that 
he had just returned to the city, and would be 
unable to meet obligations at so short a notice. 
None of those who made the request for their 
money interposed any serious objections to 
wetng uae to-day. 

Mr. cFarlane said that the loans were all 
made on his own stock. e owns nearly all the 
stock of the company. ere are nearly 10,000 
shares, of which the } mg value is $50 a share, 
making the total capital $500,000. Of this Mr. 
MacFarlane owns 8,660 shares, or $433,000. The 
last sale of the stock in the Philadelphia 
Stock Exchange was about two weeks 9 
when a number of shares brought $65. 
This is the stock that Mr. MacFarlane 
said he had hypothecated for his loans, which he 
had found it necess to make for outside inter- 
ests. The only con ency in which he could 
see any possible refiection upon the company 
was in a forced sale of his collaterals to make 
ed the loans, which would necessarily result 
n @ material reduction of the market value of 
the stock. Mr. MacFarlane has been largely en- 
gaged in building operations which were not 
successful. 

A number of the Directors of the company had 
@ private meeting in the office during the morn- 
ing. Those who were present were Charles G. 
Robeson, George W. Hall,and Walter E. Rex. 
They are members of the Finance Committee. 
Secretary George O. Wilson, Jr,, reported that 
there was no embezzlement or default of an 
kind. Mr. Wilson was directed to issue the fol- 
lowing notice: 

“The Secretary of the American Life Insurance 
Company is authorized to say that immediately upon 
his return the President ed the Finance Commit- 
tee of the board together an 
the public rumor. The

Mr. MacFarlane laid considerable stress on 
the large amount of cash which, he said, the 
company had on hand and could appropriate for 
the payment of such debtors as would choose to 
withdraw their funds. This amount at the be-

70.93, almost all of which wag deposited in 
the Bank of America, an stitution so 
closely related with the American Life that the 
same men figure as officers of both companies. 
Tne report of the American Life Insurance Com- 
pany Commissioner Foster for 1889 shows 
that the pore | has loaned over $700,000 on 
collateral securities, most of which are not listed 
at the Philadelphia Stock eee and whose 
market value is a matter of speculation.

THE MARYLAND HAILSTORM. 





ITS DESTRUCTIVE WORK IN BALTIMORE 
AND IN KENT COUNTY. 


BALTIMORE, April 28.—It is impossible to esti- 
mate even to-day the damage done by yester- 
day’s storm in the eastern section of the city. 
Scarcely a house has escaped without some 
broken panes of glass. The retail glass dealers 
are overrun. They had orders enough this 
morning to keep them working for the next ten 
days. 

One of the dealers said this morning that 
$5,000 was a very conservative estimate of the 
damage done to private individuals in that sec- 
tion. This, of course, does not include the dam- 


age done in Paterson Park to conservatories. 
The side wall of a house in course of construc- 
tion at Eastern Avenue and Luzerne Street was 
blown down. In ype Green mills, at Albe- 
marle Street and Canton Avenue, 200 panes of 
— were broken, and the same number were 

emolished at the Fong depot of the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad on 
President Street. 

Glass dealers in South and Southwest Balti- 
more wear broad smiles. All places were filled 
with customers, and in one store twenty persons 
were counted waiting to be served. 


ELKTON, Md., April 28.—Intelligence from 
Kent County, Md., says that between 4 and 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon a terrific thunder- 


storm passed over that section, accompanied by 
hail, heavy rain, and a high and destructive 
wind. It completely demolished two stables 
and a windmill on the farmof Capt. Daniel Hill, 
near Kennedyville, a large chimney at the home 
of Mrs. Cooper on her farm at Lynch’s Station, 
besides an apple orchard and many large shade 
trees and fences at Still Pond, the place where a 
cyclone two years ago wrecked canning fac- 
tory and killed nine persons. 

Great damage to peach and apple orchards 
and fences is reported in this section. A heav 
rain fell, accompanied by thunder, wind, an 
lightning, but no damage is reported. 





GOLD AND SILVER PRODUCTION. 


———@——— 


WHAT THIS COUNTRY HAS YIELDED— 
THE DISPOSITION OF THE METALS. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Edward O. Leech, the 
Director of the Mint, has submitted to Congress 
a report on the production of the precious 
metals for the calendar year 1889, from which 
the following figures are taken: 

The gold product of the United States was 
1,587,000 fine ounces, of the value of $32,800,- 
000, against $33,000,000 in the preceding calen- 
dar year. The silver product of our own mines 
for the calendar year 1889 was approximately 
50,000,000 fine ounces, of the commercial value 
of $46,750,000, against an estimated product for 
the calendar year 1888 of 45,783,632 fine 
ounces, of the commercial value of $43,020,000. 

The quantity of silver ee or the silver 
dollar coinage was 27,125,357 fine ounces, cost- 
ing $25,379,510, an average cost of 93.56 cents 

rounce fine. ‘The amount of silver offered the 
eas Dey ent forsale during the Pheer 
ga 7,965,700 fine ounces. The total 
amount of silver purchased forthe coinage of 
the silver dollar from March 1, 1878, to Dec. 31, 
1889, was 271,632,503 fine ounces,. costing 
$291,470,956, an average cost of $1.0613 per 
ounce fine. The coinage of silver dollars for 
the same period was 349,938,001 pieces. At the 
average cost of silver for the whole period the 
cost value of the silver dollar is 82 cents.

IN THE FLOODED DISTRICTS. 





FALL OF THE RIVER AT NEW-ORLEANS 
—NEW BREAKS IN LEVEES. 


NEW-ORLEANS, April 28.—There was a mate- 
rial fall in the river in front of the city to-day, 
caused, of course, by the immense volume of 
water pouring through Nita crevasse into Lake 
Pontchartrain over the tracks of the Tlinois 
Central Road. The best news of the day is the 
closing of the break in the crevasse at Martinez 
by a force of laborers from the plantations and 
employes of the Mississippi Valley Road under 
the direction of Col. James D, Houston, and 
aided by the lottery boat Dacotah, which 
brought 100,000 sacks of earth from Baton 
Rouge to fillin the gap. It is pronounced the 
most artistic and effective closure ever made. 

The closure of Lobdell levee will next receive 
attention, as itis the most damaging of all the 
levees now open except Nita, which the engi- 
neers have abandoned as beyond control. The 
lower Nita levee caved forty-five feet last night, 
and the mattress is now lying across the rail- 
road track. It seems useless to attempt to save 
the rest of the levee, as the expense would be 
greater than the cost of building a new one and 
the remnants are very small. The river and 
backwater are stationary.

The situation at Bayou Sara is good. The 
town. is completely hemmed in by levees on the 
north and east by the roadbed of the branch of 
the ys ney alley route, on the west by the 
levee, along the bayou proper, and on the south 
by the river levees. 

It is now said that the overflow will prove 
more beneficial than disastrous here, because of 
the tendency the water has to fill up the land. 
There being no current in the breaks, (which are 
on the river front,) itis thought sacks of earth 
will be dumped in and then a large draining ma- 
chine set to work to rid the town of the water, 
which can be done in a short time. 

The loss of a section of a fine and costly levee 
is, of course, material, but the Lobdell crevasse 
is infinitely more damaging than though the 
levee was not so costly as the Morganza. The 
water through it spreads immediately over 
highly-cultivated land, and the result will be 
the destruction of the growing crops on many 
fine plantations.

LEVEES OR OUTLETS. 





WHAT THE SENATORS THINK OF THE 
NEEDS OF THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—A discussion of the 
relative merits of the levee and the outlet sys- 
tems for relieving the Mississippi of its annual 
flood was brought into the regular business of 
the Senate to-day by the presentation of a memo- 
Tial on the subject. Some Senators thought that 
aseach of the systems had defects, a combina- 
tion of thetwo would resultin the most good. 
Senator Hawley favored this view; Senators 
Washburn and Harris had lost faith in the levee 
system during the last two months, and rather 
leaned toward a grafting of the outlet upon the 
present levee system. Senator Vest thought 
‘Congress should decide upon one or the other 
system. 

The levee system found champions in Senators 
Barry, Paddock, Walthall, and Stewart. Every 
engineer except one had reported in favor of the 
levee as the o true system in the hearing 
given during the last Congress by the Committee 
on the Improvement of the Mississippi River. 
The people along the river had absolute faith in 
the levee system, and were opposed to the other. 
Senator Reagan was in favor of the outlet sys- 
tem, since the levee system had proved such a 
failure. He cited the Rovatinnng overkows that 
had taken place in the Yellow River of China, 
where the river bed had been raised. Senator 
Eustis thought the discussion inopportune on 
account of the inadequate evidence at hand. 
The steamboat Captains, however, favored the 
levee system.

MAYOR GRANT SAYS HIS SILENCE 
WAS ‘FOR SALE. 








MR. BVINS BELIEVES THE STORY ABOUT 
THE BIG BRIBE IN HAND IS TRUE— 
QUESTIONS OF VERACITY. 


Interest in the testimony of Patrick H. Mo- 
Cann, Richard Croker’s brother-in-law, given 
before the Senate Committee on Cities Saturday, 
was quickened yesterday by a statement mado 
by Mayor Grant. He was asked if it was true 
that some days previous to the meeting of the 
committee he was told that McCann could be 
kept quiet for $15,000. He said: 

“About two weeks ago I was visited at the 
City Hall by a prominent lawyer, who talked to 
mé about McCann and his lease of the Mount 8t 
Vincent restaurant. He spoke about the advisa- 
bility of satisfying McCann and having no fur- 
ther trouble with him. This lawyer told me that 
McCann would settle the matter for $15,000, with 


the understanding that an arrangement was to 
be made with Gabe Case whereby McCann 
could continue as lessee of the Mount St. Vincent 
restaurant for six weeks or six months longer, I 
don’t remember which. The lawyer said that he 
was on friendly terms with McCann, and inti- 
mated that McCann had a lot of stuff to unload 
ve it would not be pleasant to have made 
public. 

‘“Ttold himthat I had nothing to conceal, 
and that I did not care what McCann had to 
say. Lwouldnot pay $15 orl5cents. I told 
him that I never had anything to do with 
McCann and thatI never would. The lawyer 
did not say that he came as McCann’s counsel, 
nor did he make a demand for $15,000. He 
came to tell me that the matter could be settled 
for that sum.” 

The lawyer referred to by Mayor Grant was 
Richard 8. Newcombe. The statement made by 
Mayor’ Grant was recited to him last 
evening. He said that he did not think 
it would be wise or discreet for him to 
say anything about the case, as he was 
confident that he would be called upon 
to tell what he knew as a witness before the 
Senate Investigating Committee. He said that 
he had been in the Mayor's office several 

es to see the ayor about Mc- 
Cann’s lease of Mount 8st. Vincent’s 
restaurant. He was McCann’s counsel in man 
matters, and he went to the Mayor in this mat- 
ter as his representative. He told the Mayor 
about McCann’s desire to retain the lease. 

“If Mayor Grant construed what I said in the 
way he appears to have done,” said Mr. New- 
combe, “he is entirely mistaken. I did not say 
anything that could be taken as an offer to bribe. 
I don’t go around offering bribes or blackmail. 
I cannot see for the life of me how Mayor Grant 
could construe what I said into an offer of bribe 
or blackmail.” 


“Yes, I knew Thureday that he was to be 
called as a witness.” 

“ Did you advise him to testify as he did ?” 

“‘ Perhaps I did, perhaps I didn’t; but I don’t 
care to talk aboutit any more. It is likely to 
develop into a question of veracity between 
Mayor Grant and myself.” ts 

hen asked about the suggestion that $15,000 
would keep McCann quiet, Mr. Newcomb said 
that he did not care to say anything about it. He 
would not commit himself on the point. 

William M. Ivins, counsel to the Fassett com- 
mittee, has confidence in the story told by Mc- 
Cann. When asked Cyrene ogy & if McCann was to 
be called to the stand again, he said: 

“No, not under the present circumstances. 
He has given his testimony under oath, and I 
could not recall him te prove hjs owntestimony. 
ee has not been contradicted under 
oath.” 

** Do you believe McCann fully ?”’ 

“T do. I will allow any of the gentlemen in- 
terested to go upon the witness stand and make 
their statements. If hag | desire it the commit- 
tee will hold a session for their benefit. As 
things stand now there will be no session until 
May 10 unless I can get prepared on one or two 
departments at which I am now at work.” 

ommenting on the testimony given by Mc- 
Cann, Mr. Ivins said that there were four points 
aboutit. ‘The first is that Croker trafficked in 
the business of Mount 8t. Vincent’s restaurant. 
Nobody has yet denied this. McCann testified 
to it of his own knowledge. It was direct testi- 
mony. The second point is the $180,000 which 
McCann testified was raised to secure Grant’s 
confirmation by the Board of Aldermen of 1884 
if, Mayor Edson appointed him Commissioner of 
Public Works. is testimony was in part 
direct, McCann having seen the money, and the 
admission made to him of the use to 
which it was to be put was evidence 
that would be received in any court. The 
third point in the testimony was the $25,000 
paid by Grant to Croker. This is hearsay, to be 
sure, but Mr. Grant admits that he gave the 
little girl Flossie Croker Legge alleging as 
excuse that he is her godfather, but being care- 
ful not to say how much he gave. 

“The fourth point is that ex-Judge Holme 
went to Mrs. Croker and Dr. Beekman and tried 
to get them to go outof town. Holme, Dr. Beek- 
man, and Mrs. Croker all admit this. 
says that it was to fet her to join her husband 
on account of his health, but it is my opinion 
that the reason was to get them out of the city. 
Mr. Croker said that he left the city because of 
ill health. It is my opinion that he left for other 
motives.” 

Referring to the criticism that $180,000 was a 
very large amount for the purpose for which it 
was to be used, Mr. Ivins said that the board of 
1884 was a vretty high-priced one. It got over 
$300,000 on the Broadway franchise, and did 
pretty well on the Thirty-fourth-Street franchise. 

“TI certainly believe,” said Mr. Ivins, ‘‘ that 
McCann tells the truth. I have looked into Mc- 
Cann’s past. Heis a total abstainer and has no 
small vices. As far as the committee is con- 
cerned the record stands complete and uncontra- 
dicted. If the statements are untrue Mrs. 
Croker can ask to be heard and can exculpate her 
husband. Mayor Grant can be heard, and he can 
exculpate himself. If Mr. Croker is no more ill 
then when he left here he will find this climate 
very agreeable, and will preserve his honor. Mr. 
Holme can go upon the witness stand and tell 
what he knows. McCann’s story stands uncon- 
tradicted now, and it is a prima facie case.” 

Mayor Grant’s attention was called to Mr. 
Ivins’s willingness to hold a session of the com- 
mittee at which he and others could be heard. 
Whan asked whether he should take advantage 
of this, he made this statement: 

‘*I decline to enter into any discussion, direct- 
ly or indirectly, with a committee or its counsel, 
engaged as both were on Saturday last in the 
manufacturing of evidence. I shall meet the 
charges made fully and promptly andin my own 

a 


way.” 

The Mayor said yesterday afternoon that he 
had not taken any steps toward prosecuting 
McCann, but the case would certainly not be 
allowed to rest asitis. Bourke Cockran says 
that the restaurant keeper will be» put behind 
the bars for blackmail. Commissioner Gilroy 
thinks he is not worth bothering about. 

The Mayor yesterday afternoon gave out 
copies of letters he had received from ex-Mayor 
Edson and ex-Assistant District Attorney De 
Lancey Nicoll concerning McCann’s testimony. 
The letter.from Mr. Edson read: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your note of this date, in which you refer to the 
evidence of Patrick McCann before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Saturday last, and in which you also ask 
me to say whether or not you were a candidate 
for the office of Commissioner of Public Works 
in December, 1884, and whether your name 
was considered seriously by me in connection 
with the appointment. In reply, I have 
say your name. was not presented to me as 
a candidate for go Care ag to the office of 
Commissioner of Public Works in December, 1884, or 
atany other time during my term of office, and that 
your name was never considered by me in connection 
with appointment to that office.” 

Mr. Nicoll in his letter said that as District 
Attorney he had had occasion to inquire into the 
public and pe doings of the Board of Alder- 
men of 1884, and had learned all the gossip and 
rumors concerning the candidates for the office 
of Commissioner of Public Works. 

‘*T deem it but just to write you now,” says 
Mr. Nicoll, “ that I never heard from from ary 
source, directly or indirectly, an intimation of 
the rumor repeated by Mr. McCann.

A YOUNG SINGER KILLED.

“(THE PEARL OF PEKIN” COMPANY IN A 
RAILROAD WRECK. 


STAUNTON, Va., April 28.—This morning about 
8 o’clock a railroad wreck occurred at the Staun- 
ton (Chesapeake and Ohio) Station. The vesti- 
bule train, due here from the West at 1 o’clock, 
was two hours late. About 3 o’clock it came 
whirling on at a speed of seventy miles an hour, 
the engine having the appearance of a sheet of 
fire. 

A number of persons were on the station plat- 
form, and had barely time toescape. As the 
train reached the passenger station the rear 
sleeper careened, striking the platform cover- 


ing, tearing away the iron posts, and demolish- 
ing the whole platform structure. It struck 
the eastern baggage house fifty rods from the 
station, a new brick building, crushing in its 
front and wrecking the building. The rear pone: 
er then jumped the track and turned over on i 
side a few feet from the track, shattering the 
car into numberless pieces. 

There were a number of passengers in the 
sleeper, among them “The Pearl of Pekin” 
troupe, on their way from Cincinnati to Balti- 
more, unconscious of impending danger. The 
city fire alarm was sounded, the fire companies 
responded instantly, and went to work at the 
wreck, assisted by many citizens, to rescue the 
passengers from their imprisonment. One per- 
son was killed—Miss Myrtle Knox of Kansas City, 
one of the opera troupe. She was fe y 
mangled. One leg was cut off below the knee, 
her left arm was broken, and her right shoulder 
dislocated. A piece of wood was buried in her 
thigh, cutting an artery and causing death from 
bleeding in a few moments, and before surgical 
aid could be summoned.

All of the injured belong to the “Pearl of 
Pekin” troupe except’ Mr. Kirkpatrick. There 
were six coaches, two of which were sleepers. 
No one was injured except those in the rear 
sleeper. The engine and other cars rushed on 
for a mile, when the engineer, on an u 2, 
got control of the engine. The accident was 
caused by a brake rod falling, throwing ballast 
among the air-brake connéctions, thus rendering 
the brakes useless, and causing the engineer to 
lose control of his train. 

The wounded were taken to the Virginia Ho- 
tel, where they are being well cared for, and the 
body of Miss Knox was conveyed to an under- 
taker’s to be embalmed. The young lady was 
formerly atelegraph operator in Kansas City, 
and joined the company not very long ago, con- 
trary to the wishes of her father.

THE FACTS OF THE MURDER OF CLAY- 
TON TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 28.—The Clayten- 
Breckinridge Investigation Committee examined 
195 witnesses to-day. All but three were col- 
ored voters, who testified that they were at 
Plummerville, Conway County, onthe day of the 
Presidential election and voted for John M. 
Clayton for Congress. f 

County Judge J. H. Merritt of Arkansas 
County testified that he always gave Republic- 
an représentation on the Election Board when- 


ever requested to do so. Last yearno one asked 
him to appoint any Republicans, so all the 
judges and clerks he named were Democrats. 

Sheriff Shelby of Conway County testified 
that he was at Morrillton when the ballot box 
at Plummerville was stolen. As soon as he 
heard of it he wentthere and made diligent 
search for the box and did all he could to dis- 
cover who the thieves were. When Clayton was 
assassinated he was in the northern part of the 
county. He came to Plummerville two days 
afterward, and until the Federal Government 
took charge of the case he tried to find the 
murdérer. He had a number of clues 
which he had reported to Gov. Eagle and 
the B perma attorney of his strict. 
He had a pistol in his possession near the house 
when Clayton was killed. He was ordered to 
deliver it to the committee next Friday, at 
which time he will again be placed on the stand 
and be thoroughly examined in matters per- 
taining to the Clayton murder. Over one hun- 
dred more witnesses from Howard’s Township 
will be examined to-morrow.

EUROPLE’S WORKINGMEN INCITED 
TO COMMIT VIOLENCE. 








FEARS OF DISORDER AT THE MAY-DAY 
DEMONSTRATIONS—STEPS TAKEN IN 
MANY CITIES TO REPRESS RIOTING. 


Paris, April 28.—A meeting of Anarchists was. 
held at Lyons yesterday at which speeches were 
made favoring violence by the workingmen on 
the occasion of the labor demonstration May 1. 
Eleven of the participants in the meeting, who 
were the most active in favoring incendiary 
action, were arrested. 

The Socialists at Lille, Department du Nord, 
and at all the laboring centres in the depart-, 
ment, especially at Roubaix and Armentieres,. 
are inciting the workmen to acts of violence 
May Day. The miners in the department are 
likely to remain tranquil. In the Department of 
Pas de Calais the miners are excited. Stringent 
measures have been taken by the authorities to 
prevent any riotous demonstrations. Two Ital- 
ians have been arrested at Versailles for circu- 
latingthandbills inciting the soldiers to shoot 
their officers if they are ordered to charge on 
the workmen May Day. . 

M. Gregout, manager, and M. Malate, editor, 
of the Journal de l’Attaque, have been sen- 
tenced to undergo fifteen months’ imprison- 
tment each and to pay a@ fine of 3,000f. for incit- 
ing to murder and robbery. — 

The programme of the labor demonstration 
May Day has been placarded throughout Paris. 
Many of the placards have been effaced by the 
police because they did not bear an official 
stamp. 

RoME, April 28.—Nine groups of Anarchists 
are making arrangements for a demonstration 
here May Day. Both the police and the garri- 
son have been reinforced. 

BRUSSELS, Apwil 28.—It is estimated that 
200,000 persons, principally miners, will take 
part in organized demonstrations on May Day 
at Brussels, Mons, Liege, and Charleroi. No 
disorder is expected. The Burgomaster of 
Liege has issueda decree announcing that no 
procession or public meeting will be permitted 
after 6 P. M. May Day. 

BERLIN, April 28.—The lower house of the 
Landtag will not siton May Day. Many of the 
Deputies are also magistrates, and their pres- 
ence at home is required on that day: 

No police regulations for May Day have yet 
been placarded. 





THE LAND PURCHASE BILL. 





MR. CHAMBERLAIN IN FAVOR OF USING 
SOME OF MR. PARNELL’S PROPOSALS. 


LONDON, April 28.—In the House of Commons 
this evening Mr. Chamberlain said he agreed 
with the Parnellites that the suggestions relat- 
ing to the establishment of cheap land registra- 
tion and transfer were worthy of consideration 
and would meet with general acceptance. He 
did not object to State aid for Ireland, but said 
that if the State placed these people ina better 
position the State had a right to make condi- 
tions which would prevent those districts from 
Telapsing into the position from which they had 
been raised. Mr. Parnell’s scheme could not be 
safely substituted for the Government’s, but the 
Government might limit the bill to holdings of 
less than 250 rental. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he was in favor of in- 
corporating to some extent Mr. Parnell’s pro- 
posalsin the Government’s bill. He admitted 
the strength of the objection to hypothecating 
Irish local resources without the consentof the 
_ Trish people, and agreed that the Government’s 
assuming the position of landlerd would pave 
the way to friction and possibly to danger. He 
suggested, as a means of meeting Mr. Parnell’s 
objections, that the House quickly dispose of 
the Land Purchase bill in order to enable the 
Government to introduce and pass an Irish loca] 
government bill during the present session. 
{Ironical Irish cheers.] But whether such a bill 
were passed this or next session, could not the 
Government promise the formation of ‘Irish 
county councils which, when established, 
should take over the working of the Land Pur- 
chase bill, the collecting of installments, and the 
handing of them to the British Exchequer ? 

He believed the League could exercise but lit- 
tle control over the councils—certainly not more 
than over the tenants. This plan would meet 
the bulk of Mr. Gladstone’s “ vital objections.” 
The land question ought not to be one of party 
politics. They all agreed as to many of the prin- 
ciples involved, and it should not be impossible, 
by concessions and sacrifices, te arrive at a set- 
tlement which, being a national instead of a 
party settlement, would have an infinitely 
greater chance of being permanent and benefl- 
cial. 

Mr. Balfour and Mr. Goschen held aconference

IRISH RAILWAY STRIKES. 

DUBLIN, April 28.—The trains between Dublix 
and Cork are being worked by clerks from the 
railway offices and by men secured from various 
sections of the country. With the help given 
by these men the company is enabled to main- 
tain service between the two cities. 

It is the intention ofthe Directors of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway Company 
to prosecute the signalmen in their employ for 
leaving their work without giving any notice of 
their intention. Archbishop Walsh has written 
a letter to the Directors suggesting that they 
postpone taking such legal steps until the strike 
is settled. He also suggests that in the mean- 
time a conference be held between the Directors 
and delegates appointed by the railway em- 
ployes.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

MELBOURNE, April 28.—Advices from Samoa state 
that Malietoa, King of Samoa, signed the treaty for 
the settlement of the Samoan troubles in the presence 
of the various consuls at Apia and a large number of 
the Samoan people. Tamasese and his party have 
signified their acceptance of the new regime. 

VIENNA, April 28.—The peasants and laborers at 
Kolomea, in Galicia, where anti-Jewish rioting was 
reported last night, are making threats against the 
lives of the landlords, Several of the rioters have 
been arrested. Further trouble is feared. The mili- 
tary have been called upon .to quell the rioting, and 
troops are being hurried to the town.

“ 'The.lobby of the silver kings has done its 
work well at Washington. After a stubborn 
contest. the House committee has yielded to the 
inflationists of the Senate. Itis a total and un- 
conditional surrender. If the terms of peace 
are adhered to as presented, a bill will be pre- 
pared whose effect must be to reduce the United 
States to the level of the single silver standard, 
to send gold to a premium, and to place us on @ 
commercial par with China, India, and the other 
semi-civilized nations that have adopted silver 
monometallism.” 
And it concludes its article as follows: 
“ The only escape of the Nation from a shame- 
ful repudiation and a change of currency that 
would ultimately bring us frightful disaster lies 
in the resistance of those men of honor who are 
unapproachable by the influences behind this 
bill, and in the fidelity of the President to the 
great trugt that has been committed to his charge.” 


As the Pioneer Press has been a supporter 
of the Windom bill and has been in close 
accord with the Secretary, these few words 
may be significant. 


The Ladies’ Health Protective Associa- 
tion of this city is entering upon a vigorous 
crusade against dirty streets and proposes 
to rally public sentiment to its aid by hold- 
ing a mass meeting at Chickering Hall to- 
morrow evening. Ex-Judge CHARLES P. 
Day is’ to preside and several prominent 
citizens are expected to address the meet- 
ing. There is no subject that comes more 
closely home to the people than this of 
dirty streets. It affects their health, their 
comfort, and their pockets to a very serious 
degree. The dust that fills the air from ill- 
kept streets has an injurious effect upon the 
eyes, the throat, the ears, and the air pas- 
sages of the head and the respiratory or- 
gans, and there is no doubt that ‘it 
is constantly producing and aggravating 
various diseases. Moreover, it penetyates 
stores, dwellings, and does incalculable 
injury to property. In this city there is 
money enough appropriated for cleaning 
the streets and carrying away dirt to make 
it the cleanest and healthiest city in the 
world, and it is largely wasted through in- 
adequate methods and inefficient adminis- 
tration. Every person who pays rent or 
helps to pay it by occupying any rented 
premises for any purpose whatever has to 
bear a part of the expense as well as to en- 
dure the discomfort that comes from the 
failure to get a proper return. Hence it 
ought to be easy to arousé public sentiment 
on this subject and to compel the authorities 
of the city to work together to give us 
clean streets. The sole difficulty in the 
way is official indifference or incapacity 
and the paralyzing effect of local politics 
upon administrative action. If the ladies 
of the Health Protective Association can 
arouse the citizens to compel the authori- 
ties to do their duty in this matter they 
will be entitled to the gratitude of the 
whole community. 











THE HOAR ELECTION BILL. 

It is not indicative of a very strong feel- 
ing of either unity or discipline in the 
Republican Party that Senator Hoar has 
thought it best to add one more to the 
election bills submitted to Congress. We 
already had the measure presented by Mr. 
LopGE, of Mr. Hoar’s State, in the House, 
and which is now before the Elections 
Committee of that body, while Mr. Hoar’s 
bill is supposed to be the result of the de- 
liberations of the Senate on the various 
measures proposed there. Itis obvious to 
any careful oliferver of the temper of the 
public, of the Republican Party and of its 
Representatives at Washington, that if 
any policy at all regarding Southern elec- 
tions can be carried out, it must be only by 
the strictest party agreement, and of this 
there is no sign, all indications being of 
quite the opposite téndency. That there is 
any general demand for the assumption of 
the supervision of Congressional elections 
by the Federal Government no one be- 
lieves. There isnot even any general de- 
mand in the Republican Party, which is in 
a minority of the popular vote, for such a 
measure. Our readers can test this by 
asking the next half-dozen Republicans 
they may happen to meet, who are not 
active politicians, and we venture to say 
that not more than three of them will have 
had any definite opinion on the subject in 
either diregfion. The demand for the 
measure is very limited, and nowhere out- 
side of the active partisans isit very strong. 
Therefore if anything is to be done it can 
only be by extreme energy, skill, and unit- 
ed effort among the party leaders, who, so 
far from being in a condition to make such 
an effort, differ very widely among them- 
selves. 

The subject might, in this view, be dis- 
missed from consideration, since the prob- 
ability oftaction is so slight and so remote. 
But it is worth while to examine the Sen- 
ate bill for the light it throws on the pur- 
poses of its authors, who, as represented by 
Senator Hoar, are entitled to considera- 
tion. The Massachusetts Senator is un- 
questionably a sincere and upright man, 
who believes that there is a grave evilin 
the electoral atfairs of the South which his 
party is’ called upon to remedy. He is, 
moreover, a man of long experience in Fed- 
eral affairs, a constitutional lawyer of repu- 
tation, and ought to know both what 
should be done and what can be done, 
granting that the facts are as he sees them. 
Yet, what does he propose, with the sanc- 
tion of the majority of his committee ? 
Something which ought not to be done, if it 
could be, and which we are firmly persuad- 
ed cannot be done without ultimate conse- 
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tion of the entire machiner, ‘ot elections, as 
provided by the Statés, to the Federal juz 


diciary of the various circuits. The Judges 
are tope required to take into their hands 
the delicate and difficult task of selecting 
and appointing election officers; they are 
to retain these officers under their imme- 
diate control during the proceedings at- 
tending an election, and if the case requires 
—that is to say, if disputes arise—they are 
to review the entire election and practioal- 
ly perform the functions of a returning 
board coupled with those of a court. 

This, we repeat, is something that ought 
not to be done, it could bedone. Itim- 
poses upon the judiciary duties which can- 
not be performed by ordinary judicial 
methods; which no Judge can undertake 
without making grave errors, no matter 
how honest and faithful he may he; which 
must entangle the judiciary in partisan 
passions, and completely destroy the confi- 
dence of the public in its impartiality, 
however soli¢itous it may really be to 
preserve impartiality. But in addition to 
this fact, which ought to be conclusive, 
there is the further fact that even if a 
measure of this sort could be carried 
through Congress it is impossible to secure 
by it the effect that Mr. Hoar desires. It 
would be repealed in the next Congress, no 
matter which party should be in the major- 
ity. The people would only require to see 
it put in operation in a very few circuits to 
demand its immediate repeal. For it is 
plain that the system could not be confined 
to selected districts. It would have to 
stand the test of enforcement in the North 
as well asin the South, and the temper of 
the public would not endure the spectacle 
presented. The Republicans would be as 
much opposed to it as the Democrats, for a 
single application of it would show them 
what a singularly effective device it is for 
making the judiciary into a partisan instru- 
mentality, and no advantages to be got 
from the use of that instrumentality would 
reconcile them to the danger of having it 
turned against themselves. 

Yet it is not impossible—though, as we 
have said, it is unlikely—that some measure 
of this sort will be enacted despite the 
present apparent lack of unity in party 
regarding it. The Republican leaders are 
in a desperate case. They see that their 
hold upon some of the Northern States has 
greatly weakened. They have seen Ohio 
and Iowa turned against them; they know 
that the discontent which nearly cost them 
Massachusetts at the last election is in- 
creased by their tariff policy; they see that 
the local elections in Indiana have been to 
the last degree unfavorable, and they turn 
to the South as their last resort. If they 
cannot make up there the losses they fore- 
see in other sections they are lost. They 
believe that their only hope of doing so is 
through obtaining control of the electoral 
machinery, and they may try it. But if 
they do they will, we are confident, only 
make their fall more sure. Congressional 
elections conducted’ next Fall under the 
Hoar bill would, to a certainty, put any 
decent Democratic candidate who may be 
nominated in the White House in 1893. 


AN INTRACTABLE STREAM. 

The disastrous floods in the lower Missis- 
sippi Valley have raised again the old and 
much-debated question of the proper 
method of controlling the swollen waters 
of that intractable stream. The Mississippi 
River Commission reached a theoretical so- 
lution of that problem years ago, and-mill- 
ions of dollars have been exvended in 
trying to give it a practical application. 
The result.is that the destructive floods 
recur as of old in times of unusually high 
water, levees give way and vast areas are 
overflowed, and faith in the system of ‘‘im- 
provement” grows faint. . 

The commission has been working for 
years on its theory in building up what is 
known as the “jetty” system, or, more prop- 
erly, the levee system. It was adopted 
largely on account of the success of the 
jetties at the mouth of the river and the 
powerful advocacy of Capt. Eaps, their 
constructor. But the main purpose of the 
jetties there is quite different from that of 
disposing of the flood waters above New- 
Orleans. That purpose was to give a deep 
channétl from the Gulf through which large 
steamers could reach the port of New- 
Orleans. “This was accomplished by ob- 
structing some of the passes of the 
lower delta and narrowing the main out- 
let, thus forcing the water to a stronger 
current which washed out the river 
bed to the desired depth. ‘As a means of 
maintaining a channel for large steamers 
the plan has been sucéessful, but its main 
purpose was not to dispose of flood waters. 
The river is 3,000 feet wide and 200 feet 
deep opposite the city of New-Orleans, 
while it is only 500 feet wide and less than 
30 feet deep at the jetties, with subsidiary 
outlets still open. Beeause, the channel is 
maintained and the water that gets to the 
lower delta is disposed of, it does not fol- 
low that similar methods can be used to 
prevent floods above New-Orleans. 

The commission has acted upon the 
theory that by confining the stream within 
rigid banks and preventing its waters from 
getting away it will scour for itself a 
‘deeper channel, capable of carrying off 
whatever volume may.come down from its 
tributaries. Thus far this theory does not 
appear to work. Miles upon miles of levees 
have been constructed to prevent the 
stream from spreading; it has been headed 
off from its inclination to take a shorter 
cut to the Gu-f through the Atchafalaya, 
and the Red River, which once made its 
way into the latter, has been forced back 
to its old confluence with the main'stream 
to help swell the waters below and above 
that point. Some of the opponents of 
the “jetty” system maintain that it 
has the opposite’ effect to that in- 
tended, and works a gradual eleva- 
tion of the bed of the stream, causing each 
recurring flood to rise higher and to pr.ss 
with increased force against the artificial 
embankments. Others, like Mr. HUNTING- 
TON, whose statement we printed yésterday, 
consider the plan simply as futile and 
wasteful. The bed of the stream, they say, 
is harder than its banks, and the deep chan- 
nel in which the water accumulates below 
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that point. 

The other method of dealing with these 
flood waters is what is known as the outlet 
system, and this was strongly advocated 
before Congressional committees and be- 
fore the commission until the jetty system 
had been definitely adopted. Its advocates 
appear to believe in it as earnestly as ever, 
and point to every recurring overflow as a 
demonstration that the plan of the commis- 
sion is a failure. The system consists in 
providing outlets to the Gulf for the flood 
waters at points where they would nat- 
urally make them for themselves but for 
barriers which fhey cannot overcome and 


* which force them back to overflow into the 


nearest basins and submerge the neighbor- 
ing plantations. The delta of the Missis- 
sippi River really begins far above 
New-Orleans, as far up as the mouth 
of the Red River, and is_ inter- 
laced with streams and passages that 
reach bays and so-called lakes connecting 
the Gulf hundreds of miles above the actual 
mouth of the main stream. The effort to 
compel the river to avoid all these short 
cuts end carry whatever volume of water 
may be poured into it down the main chan- 
nel and out at the ‘ passes” seems to be 
vain. The advocates of the outlet system 
maintain that the more rational plan is to 
assist itin unloading its burden into the 
lakes and bays by definite short cuts pro- 
vided for it, instead of vainly trying to 
force it to carry all the water down its 
main channel with the result of breaking 
over levees and flooding wide expanses of 
cultivated land. It looks as though the 
battle over this question would have to be 
fought over again, and more millions ex- 
pended in trying to thwart the forces of 
nature and control the refractory ‘‘ Father 
of Waters.” 





THE PRESIDENT AND FLORIDA. 

The open letter of the editor of the Jack- 
sonville Times-Union to the President has a 
curiously antiquated and unfamiliar air. 
This is not at all due to the author, but to 
the circumstances that have called forth 
hisdeclaration. The President had asserted 
that “obstructions were offered to the exe- 
cution of processes of courts of the United 
States” in four designated counties in Flor- 
ida, and had ordered the Attorney General 
to notify the Marshal that this obstruction 
would “‘no longer be tolerated,” If this 
letter had been written in 1870, there 
would have been nothing peculiar or 
remarkable about it. Its peculiarity is that 
it should appear in 1890, twenty-five years 
after the close of the war and nearly twen- 
ty years after the conclusion of the “‘ recon- 
struction.” ‘While this process was yet 
going on, the Governments of the Southern 
States were for nearly all purposes super- 
seded by more or less irregular Govern- 
ments established by orders from ‘Wash- 
ington. The most important and efficient 
officer in one of these governments. was 
the commander of the “military district.” 
Practically the sanction of the Government 
was the force under his command, and he 
decided whether any case reported to him 
by the civil officers was a suitable case for 
the use of troops. It was an axiom of the 
General Government that no leading men 
of the South could be intrusted with public 
oftice, because they had forfeited their 
citizenship by taking partin the rebellion. 
The civil officers were therefore either 
Northern men imported into the South for 
the express purpose of holding public office 
or else Southerners of no standing or char- 
acter, whogt elevation to office caused them 
to be hated as well as despised by their fel- 
low-citizens. 

Perhaps this state of things was inevita- 
ble. Certainly men who had taken lead- 
ing parts in the rebellion could not decently 
or prudently be appointed to offices under 
the restored Union while the memory of 
the war was still fresh and bitter. At any 
rate the result was that both the imported 
and {the indigenous office holders were 
loathed by the people whom they gov- 
erned, and many Southerners had noscruple 
about breaking or evading the law under 
which they lived. Then the people, not of 
four counties alone, but of eleven States, 
might justly have been charged with ob- 
structing the execution of processes of the 
courts. But now twenty years have passed, 
the people of the Southern States feel that 
they are governed by laws of their own 
making and by officers of their own choos- 
ing as much as this is felt by the people of 
the Northern States. The law breakers are 
there, as here, in a small minority of open 
criminals, who are held inno esteem by 
their neighbors of the law-abiding majority. 

When the President of the United States, 
in such a condition of public sentiment, 
charges the people of four counties with 
obstructing the execution of judical proc- 
esses, the presumption is that it is not the 
character of the people of these four coun- 
ties, but the character of the judicial proc- 
esses that is exceptional. This is what 
Mr. HAWTHORNE, the editor of the Times- 
Union, undertakes to show, and what, he 
succeeds in showing. It is a Judge of Mr. 
HARRISON’S own making who has under- 
taken to operate these judicial processes, 
and he has done it in the old-fashioned way 
of treating with disregard and contempt the 
local public opinion and the local citizens of 
standing and repute. Specifically the charge 
is that the Jury Commissioner appointed by 
him, “in open and flagrant violation of the 
United States statute,” packed the Grand 
Jury under the direction of the Marshal to 
fill it only “‘ with true and tried Repub- 
licans,” when the law requires the selection 
to be made without distinction of party. 
It is evident that the Commissioner obeyed 
the instruction, for otherwise a Grand 
Jury composed of twenty-two Republicans 
out of twenty-three members would have 
been impossible in Florida. The body thus 
constituted proceeded to find indictments 
against a number of Democrats for polit- 
cal offenses,upon testimony which Mr.Haw- 
THORNE declares to have been often very 
flimsy, and his account of the composition 
of the body renders this statement very 
probable. The indicted citizens inferred 
that their triai was to bein keeping with 
their indictment in point of impartiality,and 
kept themselves out of the way of arrest, 





and it wes in this way that they and their 








friends and neighbors “offered obstrac- 
tions to the execution of processes of the 
courts of the United States.” ~ 

It thus appear that the President and 
Judge SwaYnz have been organizing 4 lit- 
tle carpet-bag government on their own 
account in Florida, possibly with a view to 
securing the State for the Republican can- 
didate in 1892. There may be a certain 
magnanimity in this on the part of Mr. 
HARRISON, since it is in the last degree un- 
likely that he will have any personal stake 
in the result of that election. Nevertheless 
the attempt to “reconstruct” Florida in 
1890 by means of a District Judge, a United 
States Marshal, and a Jury Commissioner 
is even more silly than it is outrageous. 
President HaRRISON and Judge SwaYNE 
forget that the ultimate sanction for the 
proceedings of twenty years ago is now 
lacking. A call for “troops” in Florida at 
this time would cover the man who made 
it not so much with disgrace as with ridi- 
cule,

If Mr. RAYMOND has not “ changed his 
mind,” then his letter to the Engineering 
and Mining Journal of April 26 is void of 
meaning. In the Journal of Sept. 14, 1889, 
Mr. RAYMOND published a long letter on the 
Mexican silver-lead-ore question. ‘‘ Not 
sharing the views editorially expressed in 
these columns concerning the tariff classifi- 
cation of silver-bearing lead ores,” he 
wrote, “Ihave hitherto foreborne to take 
any partin the discussion of the subject.” 
The editorial views consistently. held and 
expressed by the Engineering and Mining 
Journal were fairly exemplified in an article 
published in the same issue. The article 
declared that the new instructions of the 
Treasury Department were ‘ apparently” 
issued with the object of stopping “the im- 
port of all Mexican ores in a roundabout 
and underhand manner,” and the Journal 
pointed out the “serious injury already in- 
flicted on the country” by the changed rul- 
ing. If this was not the “view” Mr. Ray- 
MOND dissented from, what wasit? To be 
sure, he wrote much vrabout illogical classi- 
fication of ores, but he explicitly “ de- 
nounced” the old Treasury ruling. Now, in 
the letter published in the Journal of April 
26 Mr. RAYMOND says: “I am not quite 
certain of the effect of taking off the whole 
duty at once. ButI think a distinct gain 
to all legitimate industries would come 
from such a change as would increase the 
quantity of such,ores now imported. This 
might be done, for instance, by making the 
duty very much lower, or by enlarging 
the range of the class now admitted 
free—as, for instance, by restoring the 
practice of the Custom House to what 
it was before Seoretary WINDOM’S ruling.” 
As Mr. RaYMOND now admits the possible 
beneficence of the Treasury ruling he de- 
nounced last September, we were justified, 
we think, in inferring that he had changed 
hismind. There was nothing to be ashamed 
of in that, for many other gentlemen en- 
gaged like Mr. RayMOND in the smelting 
business have changed their minds. Mr. 
RAYMOND says 80, giving as a reason “the 
change in the business situation.” 

We do not suppose that the prosperity of 
the country depends altogether upon the 
present or past state of Mr. Rossirer W. 
RAYMOND’s mind, but, if his opinions have 
undergone no change, owing to “ the change 
in the business situation,” he really ought 
not to write letters that plainly indicate 
such a change, and nobody ought to write 
letters with reservations for subsequent pri- 
vate interpretation. 





The hearing given by the Park Commis- 
sioners yesterday about the proposed trans- 
fer of the menagerie had the effect of con- 
firming the general belief that the menag- 
erie ought not to be in the Park at all. 
There is not room enough to provide for a 
creditable menagerie without injury te the 
purposes of the Park that are still more im- 
portant. Nothing could be more extrava- 
gant than the proposal to spend a large sum 
of money in transferring it from one corner 
of the Park to another, where it cannot 
be really accommodated. So long as 
the ‘menagerie is kept in the Park, 
it cannot be in a better place than 
that it now occupies. It has always been 
there, which is a good answer to its neigh- 
bors, who becameits neighbors of their own 
accord, and who wish to transfer the bur- 
den of its unpleasantness to other owners 
who bought opposite a part of the Park 
that they had an implied guarantee would 
continue to be occupied for Park purposes, 
Moreover, the removal would be expensive, 
and the new site is nothing like so generally 
accessible as the old. These considerations 
ought to be conclusive until the time comes 
for removing the menagerie from the Park 
altogether. In fact that time has arrived 
already.

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FORMAL INAUGURATION OF THE PRO- 
FESSORSHIP OF MUSIC, WITH DR.

NEW-HAVEN, April 28.—Formal recognition 
was given at Yale this evening to the youngest 
daughter of the venerable university—the new 
Department of Music. For many years the es- 
tablishment of a regular musical course at Yale 
has been the dream of a group of enthusiastic 
lovers of the art, and to-night the dream merged 
into reality when a large assemblage of @istin- 
guished men and women attended the opening 
exercises in Osborn Hall, and subsequently in- 
spected the rooms set apart for the musical 
instructors and students in the Treasury Build- 
ing, formerly known as the Trumbull Gallery. 

The most spacious apartment in Osborn Hall 
had been transformed into a concert room for the 
occasion, and presented a gay appearance when 
President Dwight announced the first feature of 


the evening’s entertainment. The programme

The main feature of the pro- 
gramme was Dr. Stoeckel’s address, in which he 
aimed to prove that the courses of musical in- 
struction, as adopted now by Yale, are the only 
correct ones for a high school of learning 
wherein the science of music and its esthetical 
value ought to be the chief object of education, 
as distinguished from mere manual and mechan- 
ical dexterity. To prove this, the lecturer drew 
his arguments from the lessons Le es ate f history. 

hilosophy, morality, and religion. © argued 
shat music was one of the most powerful of the 
forces in pedagogical science, and dwelt on its 
artistic, ethical, and educational importance, 
with especial reference to the history of ma- 
terial and artistic culture. Brief. references 
were also made to the generous donors, all mem- 
bers of the Battell family, in whose homes, he 
said, music had always found a nursery and the 
most refined appreciation. 

The musica. AB greta ge of the pro me was 
agreeably varied, and was highly enjoyed by the 
audience. Mr. Elliott’s two solos were received 
with much favor, and both were enthusiasticall 
encored. The pieces assigned to the undergrad- 
uates were executed very creditably, and were 
fully up to the high level of musical superiority 
which Yale has always maintained amorg her 
sister colleges. The, opening duet was given 
with force and intelligence b Messrs. 
Richard T. Percy and arry B. Jepson. 
Mr. A. G. Robinson displayed notable vocal 
ability in the Schumann song and in the solo 
ay of the Willis selection, and Mr. B. E. Leav- 
tt handled the cornet solo with skill and discre- 
tion, receiving an encere from the audience. 
Among the most pleasing numbers was Mr. Bat- 
tell’s “ Evening,” a composition of much melo- 
dious beauty, which isnot upfamiliar to New-York 
audiences, and which was capitally sung on this 
occasion by a quartet consisting of Messrs. 
Meyle, Ensign, Crehore, and Lyford. The final 
choral in Ne singing, of which the whoie audi- 
ence joined, was also very effective. 

At this point an adjournment was had to the 
treasury building across the campus, where 
President and Mrs. Des Mrs, Frederick B. 
Perry, Dr. Stoeckel, Miss Stoeckel, and Miss 
Dwight received the guests in the new home of 
music at Yale. The rooms, twoin number, one 
for the professor and one for the class, are on 
the lower floor of the old Trumbull Gallery, di- 
rectly beneath the President’s room, and they 
have been fitted up and furnished very taste- 
fully, and provided with a generous musical 
equipment, including a nd piano, text books, 
apparatus, medallions, pictures, &c. This even- 
ing the rooms were lavishly decorated with floral 
adornments, bountiful refreshments were served, 
and the atmosphere was heavily charged with 
mutual congratulations. The unanimous ver- 
dict was that the initiation of the Yale Depart- 
ment of Music was an unqualified success.

apel, which —— be called the cornerstone of 
the new q eon the campus; a large and 
valuable musical library presen by Mrs. 
Larned, contributions to e Yale Divinity 
School and to other branches of the university 
by Mr. Robbins Battell, the establishment of 
several scholarships, and finally the foundation 
and endowment o the Battell Professorship of 
Music as the nucleus of a musical department 
and the furnishing and equipment of the new 
rooms which were dedicated this evening and 
which are the gift of Mr. Battell and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Terry. The total amount of these va- 
rious donations in money down to the present 
time is about $200,000, while the value of the 
encouragement and moral support furnished by 
the donors so long and so faithfully is of course 
inestimable. 

Another important item in the history of mu- 
sical development at Yale was: the presentation 
to the institution about fifteen years ago of the 
extremely valuable musical library left by the 
late Lowell Mason—a library especially rich in 
ancient organ and sacred music. Other musical 
influences of worth and poveney have been the 
Beethoven Society, which flourished at Yale for 
many years; Dr. Stoeckel’s organ recitals in the 
new chapel, and the college choir, which has 
become one of the great institutions of the uni- 
versity; nor should the various glee clubs be 
omitted from the category. 

The old order of things, however, was not al- 
together satisfactory, and a few years ago sev- 
eral Yale Alumni, both old and young, began 
taking counsel together for the purpose of ele- 
vating the study of music at Yale to the level al- 
ready attained there by the other arts and 
sciences. It was their desire to establish at Yale 
@ thorough musical curriculum similar to that 
of many of the leading European universities. 
The Fairfield bono Alumni Asseciation inter- 
ested itself especially in the matter, and ap- 

ointed a committee consisting of Messrs. 

. St. John Lockwood, Robbins Battell, 
Richard Storrs Willis, C. 8. Brainerd, Jr., 
©. 8. Elliot, G. W. Wheeler, Jr., the Rev. Dr. 
Plumley, Prof. William Ludden, Dr. Stoeckel, and 
Dr. Ephraim Cutter. This committee is still 
working toward the full attainment of its ob- 
jeet, and, as already indicated, the first stage of 
the journey was successfully accomplished when 
the Battell Professorship of Music was insti- 
tuted in February last and Dr. Stoekel elected as 
the first incumbent, to the great satisfaction of 
all who know the man and appreciate his high 
merits and past services in behalf of good music 
in this country. 

Dr. Stoeckel, a native of Bavaria, was one of 
the earliest pioneers of the nd army of edu- 
cated musicians who, emigra from Germany 
to the United States, have taught Americans to 
love and to undersiand what is best and noblest 
in musical art. He came to this country in March, 
1848, narrowly escaping death by shipwreck on 
the way, and his first evening in the land of his 
pay es was devoted to an impromptu concert 
at Nantucket, where his ship had been castashore, 
the ente ent bei or the benefit of the 
castaways, who had lost all their baggage, aad 
were therefore without means for prosecutin, 
their journey to New-York. After a short resi- 
dence in that city, he removed to New-Haven, 
arm th letters of introduction to some mem- 
bers of the Yale Faculty, including Prof. Larned. 

rs. Larned, a gifted woman and a true mu- 
Sicilian, soon discerned the young G 
ility, and exerted her influence to the end that 
the co: lege and the city might have the benefit 
of it. . Stoecke] was soon appointed pianist 
and afterward director of the New-Haven Music- 
al Association, and began his long and success- 
ful career as the music teacher of hundreds of 
pupils. About 1852 he was installed as instruct-

HOW MUCH THE CITY ORDINANCES PER- 
MIT TRUCKMEN TO CHARGE. 


The approach of “ moving day,” when house- 
holders change their places of residence, renews 
the annual interest in the charges of truckmen. 
Of course everybody knows there are prices 
fixed by city ordinances which truckmen are en- 
titled to ask, but as nobody carries these around 
in his head and few take the trouble to get the 
official printed schedule, it will be useful to 
readers of THE Times to find them in these col- 
ums. It must be borne in mind, however, that 
the law recognizes a private contract between a 
householder and a truckman, and holds both 
parties to it, without regard to the following 
figures. The legal charges are:

THREE-QUARTERS OF A MILLION IN-. 
CREASE IN NET EARNINGS, BUT A 
COMPARATIVE LOSS IN SURPLUS. 


The.annual report to the stockholders of the 
Union Pacific Railroad was issued yesterday 
from the company’s main office in Boston. It 
covers every detail of the business of the road 
for the year ending Deo.

THE FATAL OHAIR READY TO RECEIVE 
THE MURDERER—THE APPARATUS 
THAT IS TO DO THE WORK. 


Avunury, N. Y., April 28.—In one of the shops 
of Auburn Prison this nm two convicts 
put the finishing touches to the pine coffin 
which is to receive the body of the murderer 
Kemmler. In his secluded cell the murderer 
himself sat making his last will and testament. 
Calmly and apparently indifferent to the rapid 
approach of death, he parceled out his few 
effects with the greatest care. This is the list of 
Kemmler’s bequests:

This lady bade the mur- 
derer good-bye this afternoon, and to-night she 
left the city for New-York, where she will 
remain until the execution is over. 

Electrician Davis of New-York was busily 
engaged to-day on the apparatus which is to 
conduct the current to the fatal chair. His 


‘work was carried on in the room next to the 
one containing Kemmler’s cage, and the mur- 
dorer could hear his ont Pag 3 without difficulty. 

The death chair is , but has not yet been 
placed in position. It only uires to be moved 
&@ few feet and connected with the wires to be 
ready for the victim. 

Just when the execution will take place is a 
secret known as yet to the agent and Warden 
Durston alone. e Warden makes no sign and 
drops no hint of his intentions. Itis _papmeon§ 
believed tee that Wednesday morning 
be the time. number of gentlemen who are to 
witness the taking off of the murderer reached 
Auburn to-day. r. Alfred P. Southwick of 
Buffalo, the “father” of the electrical execution 
law; District Attorney ceunee T. Quinby of Buf- 
falo, who prosecuted Kemmler, and Dr. Clayton 
Daniels, who is to assist in the autopsy, are 
naw here. To-day these gentlemen and a number 
of og a el men were permitted by the War- 
den to pect the room where Kemmler is to 
die and the apparatus which is to killhim. In 
the absence of Harold P. Brown, his representa- 
tive, Mr. Davis of New-York explained the 
workings of the system. Mr. Brown has not 

nhere since the sentence of Kemmler_was 
confirmed, and the opinion is expressed by many 
that he will not be present at the execution. 
The Warden professes to believegtherwise, how- 
ever. 

Lon Themes a which is to hold the body of Kemm- 
ler when the death current is a was taken 
into an ante-room and was carefully inspected. 
It in no way resembles the cumbrous affair 
‘which Harold P. Brown devised a year ago. It 
is large, with a high back and comfortable seat, 
and has a footrest, which may or may not be 
used. An adjustable bar of wood projects from 
the back over the head of the occupant, and 
there is a rest for the head which can also be 
regulated. But forthe broad straps which are 
attached to the sides of the chair, its purpose 
would hardly be suspected. Dr. Daniels of 
Buffalo sat down in the chair and suffered 
himself to be strapped in the man- 
mer which will be followed with Kemm- 
ler. Several minutes were consumed in 
securing the heavy leather bands, and in ad- 
{esting the chin piece. This latter is also of 
ieather, and is des ot to keep the head from 
moving. The chin fits securely into it, and to- 
nor it was demonstrated by Dr. Daniels that it 
‘will keep a man’s head firmly against the upper 
electrode. A small circular opening in the seat 
ef the chair marked the place where the wire 
pearing the current to the base of Kemmler’s 
Bpine iz to go. 

The opinion of Dr. Southwick and several 
others who witnessed the experiment was that 
too much time was consumed in adjusting the 
bauds. “Iam opposed to so much parapher- 
nalia,”’ said Dr. Southwick, “but the present 
arrangement will have to do, because we cannot 
afford to suffer failure. The whole world is 
watching the result of this experiment, and if 
‘we neglected any precautions there might be a 
elip, and the system would therefore be con- 
demned. My idea is to use in the future an ap- 
paratus assimple asit would be effective. I 
Would employ a chair with a head rest, and 
with an .electrode pressing against the base of 
the brain. Another electro would press 
against the feet. It would be unnecessary 
to strap the man, except to may 4 his 
head against the upper electrode. Death 
would be instantaneous. The man might 
sink in his chair, but that would be all. e€ 
would be dead before he could utter a word, 
and from the time that he entered the chair 
until the attending physicians pronounced him 
dead would be hardly a minute. An apparatus 
which requires considerable time to adjust is as 
repellent as that of the gallows. Iam opposed 
to using this heavy chin piece on Kemmler, for 
{t covers his face. I would prefer to have his 
face uncovered. If I can prevail upon Mr, 
Durston to do away with this chin piece, I shall 
be much pleased. 

‘IT am fully convinced that Kemmler’s death 
will be instantaneous. Thereisno danger that 
the current will be kept on long enough to burn 
his body. I anticipate no distigurement at all. 
Every effort will be made to make a positive 
contact. I would like to have him talking when 
the current is turned on, for then the attendants 
could have an opportunity to see how quickly 
death would follow an electrical shock such as 
Kemmler will receive.” 

The scientific men already gathered here to 
witness the execution express their contidence 
that there will be no failure. It is reported to- 
night that Dr. Fell, a Buffalo scientist, with a 
patent resuscitating apparatus, will arrive and 
seek to test his machine onthe body of Kemm- 
ler. When the electrical machinery was tested 
in the prison last January the doctor tried to 
resuscitate the animals put to death, but failed. 





A JEALOUS HUSBAND'S CRIME. 


HE FIRST ATTEMPTS MURDER AND THEN 
COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Nyack, N. Y., April 28.—A terrible tragedy 
occurred in South Nyack this afternoon. Situ- 
ated near the bank of the river, at the foot of 
Washington Avenue,is the residence of W. B. 
Williams, one of the most beautiful in the whole 
town. Since last Fall Mr. Williams has had in 
his employ as general superintendent and gar- 
dener a man named G, F. Smith, whose wife also 
assisted at work about the house. Smith, at 
times, it is said, became violent through intoxi- 
cation and was then decidedly dangerous. For 
& few days past a man named Henry Chappell, a 
slater, has been at work on the place, eating his 
meals in the house with the other help. 

Early this afternoon Mrs. Smith called Chap- 
aw in to dinner, and he took a seat at the table. 

Vhile he wageating, Mr. Smith, the superintend- 
eut, came in and a peered somewhat agitated. 
Some words pose setween him and his wife in- 
dicating jealousy on his part toward her and 
Chappell. He left the room for a moment or 
two, and then returned with a revolver in his 
hand. Aiming the weapon at his wife’s head, he 
fired, but missed her. vpeppell then jumped u 
to run out, when Smith fired a shot at him, send- 
ing a bullet deep into his thigh. Chappell ran 
out into the street and up to adoctor’s. Smith 
left the dining room, crossed the hall, and went 
into another room, locking the door after him. 
Shortly after a shot was heard, and when a few 
minutes after the door was forced open, Smith 
was found lying on his back on the floor dead, 
with a pool of blood on one side of him and a re- 
volver on the floor.

CONTRADICTORY TESTIMONY. 
——— i 
WITNESSES BEFORE THE M’CALLA COURT- 
MARTIAL DO NOT AGREE, | 


Lieut, William H. Stayton, Assistant Judge 
Advocate, injected a considerable amount of 
liveliness into the McCalla court-martial at 
yesterday’s session of that body. There 
was enacted in that pretty little room in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard a modern versionof a 
somewhat ancient but universally-respected 
episode in which one Goliath and another 
David took prominent part—Lieut. Stayton this 
time being David and the Hon. Joseph Choate 
gracefully filling the réle of Goliath. 

The first part of the proceedings was dull. 
Sergeant of Marines Monroe was the first man 
on the stand, and he was not exactly a witness. 
He simply heard read to him testimony which 
he had given last Saturday, and in addition to 
the modes of punishment which he had then 
talked about, he desired to say that he had also 
seen men put in straitjackets. He had so con- 
fined a number of offenders, and had acted upon 


the direct order of the officer of the day. The 
order, he said—as all orders did on board the 
Enterprise—emanated from Commander Mc- 
Calla. This witness had served many years in 
the United States Navy, and had never seen a 
straitjacket used on any vessel except that 
under the command of Commander MceCa 

py ur F. Dean said that he had seen 
men lashed to the Jacob’s i put in strait- 
jackets, and otherwise — Mr. Menzies 
sought to show by the witness that when offend- 

rs had been putin straitjackets it was simply 

one for safe keeping, and because of the t 
that the ergs lace of confinement was then 
occupied bs other prisoners. The witness did 
not bear out this line of argument with his testi- 

He did not know, he said, whether such 
had been the case or not. 

Joseph Darley, ship’s writer, Commander Mc- 
Calla’s private clerk, and _———- devoted 
to that officer’s interests, had also seen men put 
in straitjackets, lashed up, and confined. in 
irons. In the case of those men iron apeester 
while the 44 was at Villefranche, he had 
been informed by the officer of the deck that 
they were so confined only for safe keeping: 
They were drunk, and had they not been so con- 
fined they might have esca very easily. It 
wasn’t at all painful, Darley said, to be confined 
in a straitjacket. He never had seen & man 
put in one of those uncomfortable garments, at 
the same time being ironed, except that seaman 
named Lowery about whom previous witnesses 
had testified. With the exception of the Walker 
case, Darley said, he knew of no man ever hav- 
ing received personal injury at the hands of 
Commander McCalla or by his orders, In answer 
to Capt. Mead, the witness said he had served 
many years in the British Navy, and while he 
had seen mahy men confined, he had never seen 
the en used on any ship in which he 
had serv % 

After the customary recess Corp. Cook took 
the stand and testified to the use of strait- 
jackets and irons on board the Enterprise. He 
said that when Svaglich was confined in the 
straitjacket he was in irons, that is, he said, 
Darley had told him so. This testimony abso- 
lutely contradicted that which Darley had given 
only an hour before. 

Bernard Burns, a private marine, who had 
acted as berth deck cook during the cruise of the 
Enterprise, was a witness who had not been 
heard before. He testified to having carried 
food to the men ironed together on the spar deck 
at Rouen. He had so carried food to the men 
during the daytime. This testimony contradicted 
the evidence given by other witnesses, who had 
said that these men had rig | ype ironed to- 
gether at night. w ©. Neil, who had also 


_acted asa conte, gave similar testimo: 


Lieut. Samuel C. Le was the fivat of the 
commissioned officers testify before this 
court. It was he who first told the story of how 
Commander McCalia threatened the apprentice 
Meyer with his sword before the court of in- 

uiry, and he repeated that tale yesterday. He 

kewise told o having seen men confined in 
straitjackets and in single and double trons. 
Lieut. Garst asked if he ever confined any 
menon the ship on his own authority. Mr. 
Choate objected to the question and said it was 
too general Thecourt was promptly cleared, 
and the objection was sustained. 

Mr. Choate then began a cross- examination of 
the witness, which resulted in much not alto- 
on pleasant repartee. Mr. Lemly is a gen- 

leman with a quick and agile brain, and he and 
Mr. Choate had lots of fun. The cross-examina- 
tion was conducted almost entirely with the 
view of showing that the men confined had not 
been confined upon the direct orders of Com- 
mander McCalla, and Mr. Choate was partially 
successful in his effort. Lieut. Lemly had never 
received a direct order from Commander McCal- 
la to contine a man, he said, but he always had 
taken it for granted that such orders had come 
from that source. Mr. Choate then asked as to 
the character of several men who had not ap- 

red as witnesses, and Mr. Stayton objected 
the question. 

Then there came the ey. of Goliath. Mr. 
Choate talked about his thirty long years of ex- 

rience in examining witnesses, and insisted 

hat ne was perfectly right according to legal 
re in asking the questions he asked, and 
emanded that they be answered. Mr. Stayton 
said that he was not fortunate enough to have 
undergone an experience of thirty years—thirty 
months would be nearer the mark—but he was 
thoroughly conversant with the rules which 
overned the cross-examination of witnesses 
fore a naval court-martial, and he was equal- 
ly sure that the question asked by Mr. Choate 
was an improper one, and he asked that it be 
stricken from the record. A _ considerable 
amount of argument followed, the court was 
cleared, and Mr. Stayton was triumphantly sus- 
tained. The stone in his sling ‘had been sent 
whirring aloft and had sped true to its mark. 

Mr. Choate, however, gained a point in a few 
moments by being e tted to show from the 
log evidence as to the character of certain men 
—pretty bad character too—and in a few mo- 
ments the court was adjourned until this 
morning.

No information as to what the Secretary of the 
Treasury would do with the people on Ward’s 
Island could be obtained Sry pnnf atthe Barge 
Office. There are now 119 — on the 
island, of whom 30 are insane. Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hamilton discharged 30 persons from 
the institutions Saturday. The employes on the 
island have resigned and will leave May 1. 

Mr. Stephenson says that the Emigration Com- 
missioners’ lease of Castle Garden is a perpetual 
one, and that the property cannot be used for 
any except immigration purposes under the 
present law. The Commissioners will retain it 


tor the present, even if Mr. Stephenson has to 
pay the rent out of his own pocket.

A case in point is the failure of Aarons & Feder, 
peri sen of 95 Prince Street, who failed about 


an business a year ago with a 

At their failure they owed 

, and there was not adollar in stock 

found for a single merchandise 

creditor, of the stock was sold under a judg- 

ment yard of Feder’s father. The firm had 

bought largely of woolen and other cloth mer- 

chants for the ostensible se of manufact- 

bp clothing. Messrs. Gruber, Bard & Lan- 

m, lawyers, who represe ted merchandise 

creditors to the extent of about $20,000, after 

an investigation, cameto the conclusion that the 

firm had fraudulently shipped goods it had pur- 
chased from merchants. 

Following up clues secured, they learned that 

as far back as April 5 Aarons & Feder had sent 

thirty-six unbroken cases of woolens to a ware- 


‘house in this city and finally traced them to an 


obsoure warehouse on the river side in Newark, 
N. J., where they were stored with bags of salt 
and other incongruous goods. It was ascer- 
aa that the woolens were never taken out of 

6 cases, but after the marks had been 
scratched off the cases they were shipped in 
bulk by a towboat line to Newark. The goods 
recovered are worth in the aggrogate about 
$18,000, and are owned by the following well- 
kno firms, who thus escape with compara- 
tively little loss: Jacob Wendell & Oo., bay na 
Stein & Co., Otheman, Dyer & Southwick, Saw-

WHERE SHALL THE ANIMALS GO? 


THE CENTRAL PARK MENAGERIE SITE 
AGAIN DISCUSSED. 


The future site of the Central Park menagerie 
‘was discussed before the Park Commissioners yes- 
terday at a special meeting held for the purpose. 
In 1889 Assemblyman Connelly’s bill relative to 
the removal of the menagerie was passed, but it 
restricts the removal to some place in Central 
Park. OnApril9 the Park Board selected the 
land included within Ninety-seventh and One 
Hundred and Fourth Streets and Eighth Avenue 
aud the West Drive. The Board’of Estimate 
and Apportionment was asked for an appropria- 
tionewith which to begin the work. Then pro- 
tests were heard, and the matter was sent 
back to the Park Board. All of the Commission- 
ers, with the exception of Commissioner Gallup, 
were present yesterday, and there was a large 
number of west sid property owners on hand 
to protest against the removal of the ‘‘ Zoo’ to 
the propons site, 

J. A. Beall, who represented a large number 
of property owners on the west side, presented 
@ Yremonstrance with along list of signatures 
and spoke at length against the change. He said 
that the noise and odor would ee roperty in 
the neighborhood. He also got into a discussion 
‘with Commissioner Borden as to the “ southern 
exposure” referred to by Mr. Olmsted. This 


led to an argument, and when Mr. Beali sug- . 


gested another site for the “Zoo” Mr. Borden 
called him to order, and said that he waa get- 
ting off the question. Mr. Borden added with 
some heat that if the Park Commissioners could 
not select the site themselves it would be a good 
thing for them to resign. Mr. Beall wanted the 
menagerie put outside the Park altogether. 

The West End Association, of which Mr. Cyrus 
Clark is President, seems to be divided on the 
question. A few weeks ago the association 
adopted resolutions favoring the removal, but a 
number of the members have undergone a 
change of heart. 8. G. Adams, one of the mem- 
bers, spoke in opposition, and President Cyrus 
Clark was also ought to be opposed toit. Mr. 
Clark, however, surprised some of those at the 
hear yesterday by favoring the new site. He 
thought it would help and not hurt propenty 
values on the westside. He said that the pre- 
vi ds were south and west, and would 
blow the odors to the centreof the Park. Will- 
iam C. Stewart, Vice President of the club, took 
exactly the opposite view, and said that there 
‘was no room in Central Park for the menagerie. 
Killaen Van Rensselaer said that if the menag- 
erie was removed to the west side the peace of 
the residents would be disturbed by the ‘“‘ rough” 
people who would visit the ‘‘ Zoo” on Sunday. 

Commissioner Robb said that the menagerie 
should be put outside the Park, although he did 
not agree with the witnesses who said that it 
would reduce the value of property if it were 
placed on Eighth Avenue. Commissioner Robb 
thought that the “ Zoo” should be put in one of 
the upper parks, but the lack of rapid transit 
was inthe way. His own idea was to putitin 
High Bridge Park, but the present City Admin- 
istration had so reduced the area of that park 
that there wasn’t much park left. The trouble 
in removing the ‘‘ Zoo” was that the law restrict- 
ed the removal to Central Park. The act 
must be amended, and Mr. Robb advised the 
age oe J owners te send a delegation to Albany 

get the bill changed so that the menagerie 
can be taken out of the Park altogether. An 
effort may be made by the property owners to 
get such @ measure passed, but nothing definite 
was decided yesterday. 

When the question of adjourning the hearin 
was discussed, Commissioner Borden said tha 
his term of office would expire May 1, and that 
he wanted to vote on the question if possible. 
The hearing, however, was ourned indefi- 
nitely. The matter may be taken up again at 
the regular meeting of the board to be held to- 
morrow. 





OPPOSED TO THE M’KINLEY BILL. 


A MEETING OF IMPORTERS TO BE HELD 
TO PROTEST AGAINST ITS PASSAGE. 


Since the introduction of the McKinley Tariff 


bill its framers have been besought by many 
delegations of manufacturers and importers to 
soften its rigorous and threatening conditions. 
The visits to Washington have been from indi- 
vidual industries, but, from their desultory char- 
acter, while they have given the Congressmen a 
great deal of information that was important as 
well as interesting, they have not been able to 


make much of an impression upon the tariff 


makers. 
Now it is proposed to try the effect of organi- 
zation and co-operation. Several of the largest 


importing houses of this city have joined in a 
call fora general peeating ot importers, to be 
held to-morrow at 3 o’clock, at the Metropolitan 
Hotel, in Broadway, near Prince Street, te pro- 
test against the passage of the bill, which, they 
declare, ‘would be so detrimental to the com- 
merce of the country.” The houses joining in 
this call are Arnold, Constable & Co., Fred But- 
terfield & Co., Mills & Gibb, Lesher, Whitman & 
Co., Park & Tilford, Van Horne, Griffen & Co., 
Semon Bache & Co., Theodore W. Morris & Co., 
W. H. Schieffelin & Co., Phelps, Podge & Co., W. 
R. Grace & Co., Oelrichs & Co., L. Strauss & 
Sons, and Hinrichs & Co. 

Importers of all kinds of merchandise are in- 
vited to attend to-morrow’s meeting, and for the 
purpose of making their protest effective and 
convincing itis proposed to doin concert what 
some of the trades have done separately. Itis 
proposed that sub-committees be appointed 
representing every industry, that each of these 
sub-committees shall, as soon as possible, meet 
and prepare statistical tables and statements 
showing the extent of the industry by the 
amount of the imports annuali n value, 
weight, and bulk, the rates of duty paid under 
the present law, and the rate proposed to be im- 
posed by the McKinley bill. These sub-commit- 
tées are to make report to an adjourned meeting 
of the whole body, when the protest, incorporat- 
ing the reports, will be framed and adopted. 

he protest in this form will show to the con- 
sumers of the country how the tariff builders 
ropose to increase the cost of living in America 
‘or the great mass of the people in order to 
afford a comparatively small number of persons 
an opportunity to exact larger profits and to 
work off their inferior products upon the people. 
Information of this kind spread over the coun- 
try will, it is believed, have greater influence 
even with Congressmen than visiting delega- 
tions to Washington.

A BLOW AT

A PART OF THE IOWA LAW DE- 
CLARED TO BE VOID. 


SEIZURE OF LIQUOR IN ORIGINAL PACK- 
AGES A VIOLATION OF GOVERNMENT 
SUPERVISION OF COMMERCE. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The United States 
Supreme Court to-day rendered an opinion of 
great interest to all States in which prohibition 
prevails. 

Gus Leisy & Co. are beer brewers in Peoria, 
Ill. They sent some of their productin sealed 
kegs and cases by means of the railroads to 
Keokuk, Iowa, where their agent, a non-resident, 
offered it for ‘sale in the original cases, The 
liquor was seized, under the prohibition laws of 
Iowa. Leisy & Co. brought suit against the 
Marshal, alleging that the seizure was unconsti- 
tutional and void, being in violation of the 
clause of the Constitution, giving the United 
States the exclusive right to regulate inter-State 
commerce. The Keckuk court decided in favor 
of the liquor men, but on appeal to the Supreme 
Court of Iowa the Prohibitionists won, where- 
upon the liquor mén brought the case to this 


court, which now reverses the judgment of the 
Iowa Supreme Court. The suit has become 
widely known as the “ Original a case, 
and has attracted a at deal of attention. 

Chief Justi er delivered the opinion of 
the court to-day. The court says the power 
ess to regulate commerce among 
the several States is the power to prescribe the 
rule by which that commerce is to be governed, 
and is a power complete in itself, acknowledg- 
ing no limitations other than those prescribed 
in the Constitution. Itis coextensive with the 
subject on which it acts, and cannot be stopped 
at the external boundary of a State, but must 
enter its interior, and must be capable of au- 
thorizing the disposition of those articles which 
it introduces, so that they may become mingled 
with the common mass of: property within the 
territory entered. A State may provide for the 
security of the lives and pint abe of its resi- 
dents, but a matter confided exclusively to Con- 

ss by the Constitution is not within the juris- 
iction of the police power of the State, unless 
placed there by Congressional action. 

If the importation cannot be prohibited with- 
out Congressional authorization, the next ques- 
tion, the court says, is, when does the imported 
property so become part of the common mass of 
property within a State as tobe subject to its 
unimpeded control? In Brown < nst rho 2 
land it was laid down by: the great magistra 
who presided overthe court for more thana 
third of a century, Chief Justice Marshall, that 
the point of time when the prohibition ceases 
and the wer of the State begins, is 
not the stant when the article en- 
ters the country, but when the importer 
has so acted upon it that it has 
become incorporated and mixed up with the 
mass of property in the country, which br ag 
when the o al Loa is no longer such in 
his hands; that none of the evils which pro- 
ceeded from the feebleness of the Federal Gov- 
ernment contributed more to the great revolu- 
tion which introduced the present system than 
the aore one general conviction that commerce 
ought be regulated by Congress; that the 
right to sell any article imported was an in- 
separable incident to the right to import it, and 
that the principles expounded in the case ap- 

lied equally to importations from a sister as 

om a foreign ge! 

The court then takes up the caseof Peirce 
against New-Hampshire, which has been one of 
the chief authorities of those advocating the 
validity of the Iowa statute. The defendant. in 

his case was fined for selling a barrel of gin 
which he had imported from Massachusetts and 
sold contrary to the laws of New-Hampshire. 
In this case Chief Justice Taney held that the 
State had the right to make such a law for the 
protection of its inhabitants, and that the mere 

ant of power over inter-State commerce to the 

eneral Government cannot be construed to be 
an absolute tips gem to the exercise of any 
power over the same subject by the States. 

“ But,” says the court, ‘ Kaony cos, han weight 
property to be ascribed to the judicial utterances 
of this eminent —_ we are constrained to say 
that the distinction between subjects in respect 
of which there can be of necessity boone d one sys- 
tem or plan of regulation for the whole country, 
and subjects local in their nature and, so far as 
relating to commerce, mere aids rather than 
regulations, does not sppesr to us to have been 
sulficiently recognized by him in arriving at the 
conclusion as announced. That distinction has 
been settled by repeated decisions of this court, 
and cannot longer be regarded as open to re-ex- 
amination. e authority of Peirce against 
New-Hampshire, in so far as it rests on the view 
that the law of New-Hampshire was valid be- 
cause Congress had made no regulation on the 
subject, must be — as having been dis- 
tinctly overthrown by numerous cases.” 

Justice Gray delivered a dissenting opinion in 
behalf of himself and Justices arlan and 
Brewer. The dissenting opinion says that the 
protection of the safety, the health, 6 morals, 
the good order, and the general welfare of 
the people is the chief end of government. All 
statutes of a State must of course give way 
so faras they are repugnant to the National 
Constitution and laws. But an intention is not 
lightly to be imputed to the framers of the Con- 
stitution or to the Congress of the United States 
to subordinate the protection of the safety, 
health, and morals of the people to the promo- 
tion.of trade and commerce. 

“Tf the statutes of a State,” the dissenting 
opinion says, “restricting or prohibiting the 
sale of intoxicating liquors within its territory 
are to be held inoperative and void as applies to 
pee sent or brought from another State and 
sold by the importer in what are called original 
pecknew, the consequence must be that an in- 

abitant of any State may, under the — of 
inter-State commerce and without license or 
supervision of any public authority, carry or 
send into and sell in any or all of the other 
States of the Union intoxicating liquors of what- 
ever description, in cases or Kegs, or even in 
single bottles or flasks, despite any legislation 
of those States on the subject, and although his 
own State should be the only one which had not 
enacted similarlaws. We would require affirma- 
tive and explicit legislation on the part of Con- 
= to convince us that it contemplated or in- 

ended such a result.”

GOV. ABBETT DECLINES TO PAY THE 
BILLS AND NEITHER HOUSE: LIKELY 
TO APPROVE THE OTHER'S EXPENSES. 

TRENtOx, April 29.+Ths prebéside In the field 
of three investigating committees—those of’ the | 
Senate to investigate election methods in Jersey 
City and the management of city affairs, and 
that of the House which proposes to attack Ben- 
ator Gardner ‘in his own county on Thursday 
next—brings up the interesting question as to 
how their expenses are to be met. The Senate’s 
Elections Committee endeavored to persuade 
Gov. Abbett before it began its fruitful investi- 
gation in Jersey Oity to pay its bills. They 
amounted then, Senator Gardner says, to less 
than $4,000. But the Governor objected on the 
soore of expense, and doubted his authority as 
well, and he intimated that he should consult 
the Attorney General aboutit. If he has done 
so, he has not evidently heard anything yet, for 
the bills are all unpaid, and itis understood that 
the Governor has set his face against them. 

Now comes the House investigating commit- 
tee. It originated ina desire to serve party ends, 
and as it is said to have been summoned into 6x- 
istence on the suggestion of the Governor it is 
assumed that he will be only too ready to ap- 
prove its bills. But they étrike a Republican 
shag when they reach the offices of State Con- 
troller Anderson and Btate Treasurer Toffey, 
who are both Republicans, If the Governor 
cannot approve the Senate committee’s bills 
they will retaliate, possibly, by refusing to pay 
the House bills. 

An appeal to the houses in the shape of an ap- 
propriation bill is the only way out of the diffi- 
culty, but so much feeling has been stirred up 
between the two branches over the matter that 


it is p possible each will refuse to help the other. 
If what Senator Gardner said to-day is any indi- 
cation of the stand the Senate may take, it will 
be hard to secure its consent to_the passage of a 
bill to pay the expenses of the House investiga- 
tion. e insists that the Housé has no right to 
make a general excursion over the State without 
the consent of the Senate.. With that view of 
the law it is hard to guess how the Senate can 
aid the passage of the bill. 

But then, as complicating the question, the 
Senate, following the lead of the. House, has 
started its independent investigation into_ the 
management of affairs municipal in Jersey City. 
The Democrats will make a great protest 
against paying the bills this committee may 
incur, but the two houses may exchange compli- 
meuts and pay the bills incurred by éach in con- 
ducting their respective inquiries.

TAXATION OF CAPITAL STOCK. 


A DECISION OF MUCH INTEREST BY THE 
COURT OF APPEALS. 


The decision of the Court of Appeals reported 
yesterday from Albany in regard to the suit of the 
State against the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company was received here with much in- 
terest by those who have watched the case. The 
question’ tried grew out of an agreement be- 
tween the canal company and thé State to test 
the mooted point as to whether the canal com- 
pany should be taxed upon the valuation of its 
capital stock at par or at its market value. 

The statute provides, literally interpreted, 
that when a corporation pays 6 or more per 
cent. dividends it shall pay a tax at the rate of 
one and one-half mills upon the par Value of its 
capital stock, but when it pays less than 6 per 
cent. dividends it shall pay a tax at the Liner 3 te) 
one and one-half mills upon the actual marke 
value of the stock. 

This role has not generally beéni qtiexstioned, 
but in the year 1888 the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company’s dividends were slightly under 
6 per cent., the tax on their capital stock was

FAVORITES SUCCESSFUL. 


Both from a racing and a financial standpoint 


the opening of the last part of the Spring meet- 


ing of the New-Jersey Jockey Club was 4 stc- 


cess. When the first race was called it was esti- 
nated that 8,000 persons had passed through 
thé gatés.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
yor to-day, in thiswity, fair weather, preceded 
by light rains. 





It is difficult to make out exactly what 
the politicians in the Assembly are driving 
at in dealing with the Ballot-Reform bill. 
It was put in a shape in which the repre- 
sentatives of both parties professed to be in 
favor of its passage, and in which the Gov- 
ernor had taken, pains to give it his hearty 
commendation. In that shape it passed the 
Senate unanimously, and it was a very 
sunple matter for the Assembly to dispose 
of it without delay. Yesterday it came 
up in the order of third reading, and 
might have been read at once, but Mr. 
NoLan, an Albany Democrat, objected. 
Then Mr. SHEEHAN, who is supposed to be 
the Democratic leader, moved that it be 
read at a certain hour, and Mr. SULLIVAN, 
a New-York Democrat, objected.

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Iowa case is of great importance, and 
will be warmly resented by the prohibition- 
ists. In effect .it nullifies every State pro- 
hibitory'law. A State may prevent the 
manufacture of intoxicating liquor within 
its borders, and it may also prevent the 
sale of liquor by the glass, and, indeed, in 
any quantities by one of its own citizens 
to another, Butit must not interfere with 
the sale of liquor to one of its citizens by 
@ citizen of another State, because this 
is an act of “commerce between 
the States,” and is under the exclu- 
sive control of Congress. The decision 
is admittedly in conflict with that of Chief 
Justice TANEY in a case somewhat similar, 
and it is dissented fromin an opinion in 
which three of the Judges unite. Never- 
theless, it is the law of the land, and no 
citizen of any State in which prohibition 
has been enacted can be prevented from 
importing liquor from another State for his 
own use. It is even doubtful under the de- 
cision whether he can be prevented from 
buying itin his own State so long as it re- 
mains in the “ original package.”

THE M’CANN CHARGES. 

The startling charges made against Mayor 
GRANT and RicHARD CROKER by PATRICK 
H. McCann in his testimony before the 
Senate committee on Saturday have thus 
far been met only by a general denial and 
by denunciations of McCann as a black- 
mailer and of the counsel of the committee 
asaswindler. This can hardly be taken as 
a refutation of the charges. BOURKE COCK- 
RAN’s opinion of the character of Mr. Ivins, 
or any kind of an attack upon the latter, is 
wholly irrelevant to the question whether 
McCann’s statements are true. What 
means there may be of substantiating them 
by other testimony we do not know, but 
they constitute a prima facie case until they 
have been more effectually answered than 
by such denial and denunciations as have 
thus far appeared. Doubtless those affect- 
ed by them will have an opportunity to be 
heard before the committee, though the 
Tammany plan does not appear to be to 
meet them in that way, but by attacking 
the accusers. Just how that attack is to be 
carried out is not yet apparent, but Mr. 
CockRAN is threatening terrible things. 

As the case now stands, the effect of 
McCann’s disclosures is entirely unbroken. 
His most serious charge relates to the al- 
leged intention of bribing the Aldermen at 
about the end of the year 1884 to confirm 
‘Mr. Grant as Commissioner of Public 
Works in case he should be appointed by 
Mayor Epson. Mr. Epson has written a 
letter stating that Mr. GRANT’s name was 
not presented to him or considered by him 
in connection with appointment to that 
office. This does not deny anything stated 
by McCann. His testimony was that 
CROKER came to him with $180,000 which 
he said was intended to secure the con- 
firmation of .GRANT if he was appointed. 
GRANT was then the defeated Tammany 
candidate for Mayor, and it seems to have 
been assumed that Epson would give him 
the appointment if asked to do so, and 
it was probably a safe assyinption. The 
difficulty was with the Board of Alder- 
men in which GRANT had acted against the 
majority in their railroad ‘“ boodle” 
schemes. The plan of securing his appoint- 
ment as Commissioner of Public Works, 
if it existed, was evidently - abandoned 
without being brought to the attention of 
Mayor Epson. Dr LANCEY NICOLL has also 
written a letter in which he says that in his 
investigation in the “ boodle” cases as As- 
sistant District Attorney he never heard 
“ any intimation of the rumor repeated by 
Mr. McCann.” Now Mr. McCann did not 
repeat a rumor or say anything about a 
rumor of which others might hear. He 
made a very definite statement as to Mr.

Thexp is incidental support for McCann’s 
story in the statement of Mr. Henry Mc- 
ALEENAN, to which a reporter of the Even- 
ing Post makes affidavit. According to 
the affidavit, Mr. McALEENAN told the 
reporter more than three weeks before Mo- 
Cann’s testimony was given that GRANT 
had come to him in the later part of 1884 
with the information that he could get the 
appointment as Commissioner of Public 
Works if he wanted it, but that it would 
cost him $50,000. According to this ac- 
count, there was the further damaging 
intimidation that the cost might be made up 
with the money to be corruptly acquired in 
the office, This story, like that of Mc- 
OaANN, is met by a general denial. Mayor 
GRANT denies that he had any such con- 
versation with McALEENAN in 1884, and 
McALEENAN denies that he ever said there 
was any such conversation. - So here is 
another question of veracity to be settled. 
There are elements of improbability in 
McCann’s story of CROKER’s visit, and for 
that reason it ought to be all the easier to 
disprove it. But the disproof must consist 
in something more convincing than mere 
counter-charges of blackmail. 

The next serious charge of McCann is 
that relating to the division of the emolu- 
ments of the Sheriff’s office between GRANT 
and CRoKER. The Mayor’s denial ,in this, 
matter is one that,really does not deny. 


godchild, that he is very fond of her and 
has often made her presents.

It 
will be a relief to the public mind to have 
this done, but no good impression is made 
in the meantime by calling names and vitu- 
perating the counsel of the investigating 
committee, who is simply engaged in col- 
lecting evidence from those who are sup- 
posed to be in a position to give it. 





A REPUBLICAN WARNING. 

We would call the attention of our read- 
ers to a protest and a statement made by a 
strorg Republican paper, probably the most 
influential and ‘certainly the most ably con- 
ducted of the Northwest—the Pioneer Press 
of St. Paul, Minn. They are directed to the 
McKinley Tariff bill, and the article is 
headed: ‘Time to Speak Out.” ‘Nothing 
but a false sense of duty to party,” the Press 
begins by saying, “‘ prevents the McKin- 
ley Tariff bill from receiving publicly the 
condemnation that is visited upon it by in- 
dividuals everywhere. * * * And the 
doctrine of a great part of the McKinley 
bill is so foreign to Republican principles, 
and so at variance with the policy of great 
Republican leaders, that no member of the 
party need feel himself alone in expressing 
his opinion freely. He will find good com- 
pany, and: plenty of it.” “The country is 
not in favor of ‘this bill. The people asked 
for the bread of.tariff reduction and reform, 
and there is offered them an unpalatable in- 
crease all around of tariff taxes, already, in 
many cases, higher than any industrial ne- 
cessities require. The farmer wants lower 
duties on what-he has to buy, and he is to 
be consoled’. with, puerile and ineffective 
duties on what ke has to sell. And the rais- 
ing of taxes generally is unnecessary and 
unaccountable.” : 

This is the comment of a leading and 

loyal Republican journal in a State which 

a few years ago was as safe for the Repub- 

lican Party as Rhode Island, but which now, « 
through the folly and corruption of Repub- 

lican leaders, is in a fair way to follow its 

little Eastern comrade into the ranks of the 

opposition. It is the comment of a keen 

observer, who has every reason to wish to 

report the facts correctly and has the best 

means of finding out what the facts are. 

It is especially significant with reference to 

the farmers’ vote, for, while the Northwest 

is rapidly building up manufactures, espe- 

cially in lines where the tariff does not pro- 

tect and does not seriously interfere, such 

as house furniture flour, and canned goods, 

the agricultural interest is still the domi- 

nant one, and affects by far the largest 

number of votes.

DUTIES RAISED FOR A RING. 

A few days ago the Pittsburg Commercial- 
Gazette published astory about propositions 
that had recently been made to certain 
manufacturers of glass in that city by the 
agent of capitalists in Europe who desired 
to obtain control of all the large glass 
factories in the United States. The own- 
ers of factories in Pittsburg had 
been asked, it was stated, to fix a sell- 
ing price. Commenting upon the news in 
an editorial paragraph, the Commercial-Ga- 
gette asked the question whether the glass 
manufacturers would accept offers from the 
syndicate and answered it as follows: 

“ Very likely, if they get their price, but the 
glass business of the country is a very profit- 
able business, and the men in it appreciate that 
fact probably more than anybody else. If the 
syndicate buys, it will have to pay high, very 
high.” 

The Daily Commercial Bulletin of this city 
recalls the doleful testimony of the repre- 
sentatives of the glass manufacturers be- 
fore Mr. McKINLEY and his associates, and 
asks the Commercial-Gazette whether they 
were “ bamboozling” the committee when 
they put on long faces and begged for the 
higher duties which the committee gives 
to them in its bill. 

Our neighbor will see that Mr. MCKINLEY 
is the man who could throw a great deal of 
light on this subject. Before the majority 





members of the committee discussed the 


glass schedule the Window-Glass Trust was 
formed. This Trust was completed in Mr. 
McKINLEY’s State, and beyond question he 
had knowledge of the proceedings. Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY asked an agent of the Trust to 
come to Washington and assist the com- 
mittee in preparing the glass schedule. 
This man did go to Washington, and he ap- 
peared there before the committee as the 
representative of the companies in the 
Trust, and it was in response to his re- 
quests that the duties on window glass 
were raised in the McKinley bill. Our 
contemporary will find in the Tribune of a 
date not far removed from the time of 
those interesting proceedings a dispatch 
from its correspondent in Findlay, Ohio, 
relating to a meeting of the managers of 
the Trust, in which the following was said: 

“It was decided to advance the price of win- 
dow glass for the third time since Dec.1. The 
advance within the time named aggregates 
about 15 per cent. net. This is one of the re- 
sults of the Trust of window glass manufact- 


urers effected at the meeting held in Columbus 
Jan. 1.” 


With the knowledge that a Ttust combi- 
nation had been made, and knowing that as 
a result of the completion of this Trust the 
price of window glass had been raised three 
times in two months, Mr. McKINLEY and 
his associates, among them that formidable 
enemy of all Trusts, Burrows of Michigan, 
granted the request of the combined manu- 
facturers. and raised the duties, in order 
that the Trust might safely make: further 
additions to its ring price. The Pittsburg 
Commercial-Gazette may know why this was 
done by Mr. McKrytey and Mr. Bayne, 
who were familiar with the condition of the 
industry, but we presume the Daily Com- 
mercial Bulletin will not be able to procure 
from it the full explanation. 


THE MAY-DAY STRIKES. 

Both in Europe and in this country it is 
evident that the 1st of May is to be made 
the occasion for very extensive “labor 
troubles.” The “solidarity of labor” is 
illustrated by the extent of this movement, 
and the leaders of labor show great pride in 
this illustration. Itis really, as has often 
been pointed out, nothing to be proud of 
and nothing to be encouraged about, for a 
general strike in all trades means that all 
workmen voluntarily disable themselves 
from coming to the assistance of a fraction 
of their number who are engaged in what 
their leaders call a conflict with capital. 
A general strike even in one trade 
is almost always a mistake, because 
the more general it is the weakerit is. Em- 
ployers as a rule can face the loss of profits, 
or even the incurring of losses, for a much 
longer time and with much more equanim- 
ity than workingmen can face the prospect 
of going without breakfast, dinner, or sup- 
per. The only thing that enables the work- 
men to stand out is an assurance of sup- 
port. This can be given them in the case 
of a strong and loyal trades union, pro- 
vided only a small part of its members goes 
on strike at a time. 

In all the talk about the “solidarity of 
labor’ there is a latent misconception. 
Those who speak of the stoppage of all in- 
dustries as a demonstration of ‘‘ power” on

| workingmen aa » clase apart from the com- 


munity and in more or less hostile relation 
to it, and that they are. more necessary to 
the community than the community is to 
them. Merely to put this belief into words 
shows how absurd it is, but the men who 
cherish it and even act upon it never 
take the trouble to put it into 
words. The truth is that the em- 
ployer himself, as well as the workmen, 
lives on the product of the labor which 
they perform and he directs, and has 
nothing but the product of that labor to 
pay their wages with. His profits are, in 
general, not excessive. There are spe- 
cial cases in which he is able to pay more 
wages than he now pays for less work than 
he now gets, but to assume that this is true 
of labor in general is to make a wild and 
baseless assumption, and yet this assump- 
tion underlies most of the demands for an 
eight-hour day at pay, either more or not 
less than the workingmen now receive. 

Of course the workingmen have a right 


perience and at their own expense and that 
of their families, if they will not accept 
them otherwise. In this way they will 
learn, if they insist upon it, that a general 
rise of wages would do nobody any good, 
since the price of supplies will rise in the 
same proportion, while a general rise of 
wages accompanied by a general reduction 
of hours would do everybody harm, since 
the product of every man’s labor would be 
less. So long, however, as the right of the 
employer ‘not to concede the demands of 
the workingmen in his employ is as well 
protected as the right of the workingmen 
to maks these demands and to enforce them 
by quitting work, there is nothing to be 
said which is likely to do any good. 

In all disputes between employer and em- 
ployed, there is a difficulty which, under 
P our laws, is inherent about arranging satis- 
factory settlements. This difficulty is that 
the employer can and the employed can- 
not be held to the fulfillment of his agree- 
ment. Solong as the employer is solvent, 
he can be compelled to pay what he has 
agreed to pay and to keep such terms as he 
has made. In some European countries the 
workingmen are held to like obligations. 
The railroad officials in Saxony, for ex- 
ample, have given notice to the men em- 
ployed that if they quit work on May Day 
they will not only be discharged, but prose- 
cuted, andin England a manufacturer has 
proceeded against his workmen in the 
courts for leaving him without the notice 
required by the contract. A firm of 
packers in Chicago has adopted the 
expedient of retaining a certain pro- 
portion of the wages of the men in its em- 
ploy as security for their good behavior, the 
men forfeiting this if they quit work in 
violation .of their agreement. The insist- 
ence of the firm upon this security has of 
itself caused a strike, but it is only just and 
reasonable that some such security should 
be given. As things are now, an agreement 
between an employer and the men in his 
employ is, for the most part, a one-sided 
affair, since the one party can be compelled 
to keep it and the other cannot. If neither 
honor nor interest binds workers for wages 
to: remain .at work and draw their 
wages, the ‘employer has practically 
no remedy, while their remedy is com- 
plete. He could sue them, of course, for 
quitting work in violation of their con- 
tract, but they would merely laugh at the 
recording against them of judgments that 
could not be satisfied. 





Our Washington dispatches state that 
Senator ALLISON will “congratulate him- 
self” if the McKinley Customs Adminis- 
trative bill ‘‘ does not run into next week,” 
he having finally got it before the House. 
If he knew the best interests of himself and 
his party, he would congratulate himself if 
the bill should “run into” the next Congress. 
It is not only a very: bad bill, but it is 
known to be so, and it has made already 
frore bad feeling in the Republican Party 
than almost any measure of the last five 
years. Under the pretext of reforming the 
administration of the laws for the collection 
of customs—a reform really needed—the bill 
not only’largely increases duties by restor- 
ing the tax on packages and on freight, but 
it establishes a most unjust and partisan 
system of deciding disputes. If passed, it 
will throw the business of importing into 
the hands of unscrupulous men, and make 
it almost impracticable for honest mer- 
chants to engage init. Itisonly apart of 
the general scheme of turning the tariff and 
its execution into an instrument of oppres- 
sion for decent people and of unrighteous 
gain for the monopolists.

| TEMPERANCE IN ENGLAND. 
A LICENSE MEASURE PROPOSED BY LORD 
RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, 

Loxpos, April 29.—Lord Randolph Churehill, 
in the House of Commons this evening, asked 
leave to introduce a bill to consolidate and 
amend the li laws. He said he thought 
that Parliament, by ignoring Mr. Bruce’s sug- 
gestions in 1871, was largely responsible for the 
increase in drunkenness. The number of tav- 
erns was grossly in excess of the people’s wants. 
He believed the best part of the trade desired a 
reform of the licensing system. He welcomed 
the disposition of the Government, foreshad- 
owed by Mr. Goschen, in favor of temperance. 

He proposed to intrust the granting of licenses 
to Municipal and County Councils, to abolish 
beer houses, and to compel clubs to register and 
pay fees varying from £30 annually for work- 
men’s clubs to £2,000 for aristocratic clubs. 
He recognized that it was impossible to pass 
the bill this year, but he desired that it pass the 
second reading and be referred to committee. 

Mr. Ritchie said he thought all parties could 
combine on this question. He hoped the pro- 
posals which the Government intended to in- 
troduce during the week would be met cordial- 
ly. He promised that the Government would 
favorably consider Lord Randolph Churchill’s 
bill. The bill passed its first reading amid 
cheers. 





CATHOLIC DEMANDS IN GERMANY. 
BERLIN, April 29.—In the lower house of the 
Prussian Diet to-day the bill authorizing the 
Government to retain the revenues which have 
accrued through the stoppage of State payments 
to Catholic priests and to pay the interest there- 
on to the Catholic Church came up for debate. 
Herr Suttler, National Liberal, and Herr Zealitz, 
Free Conservative, urged that some arrange- - 
ment be made with the Bishops regarding the 
fund. They also said they regretted that the de- 
mands of the Evangelical Church were being 
shelved. Count Strachwitz, Clerical, declared 
that the bill would embitter the Catholics, who 
had never renounced their claims for the resti- 
tution of the money. Dr. Windthorst, the leader 
of the Clerical Party, demanded that the fund 
be restored. The interest on the money, he said, 
would not satisfy the Church. Catholios, he de- 
clared, would never give their assent to the bill, 
and they would lay their claim at the foot of the 
throne. The matter was referred to a commit- 
jee composed of twenty-six members.

MICHIGAN'S NEW LIQUOR LAW. 
—_——___—_ 

Detroit, April 29.—The Supreme Court to- 
day decided the entire liquor law, as amended 
by the last Legislature one year ago, invalid. 
This law raised the tax of retail dealers in spirit- 
uous liquors from $300 to $500, and contained 
also more stringent restrictions on the sales of 
druggists. 

It was shown conclusively before the court 
that the official copy of the act, as filed in the of- 
fice of the Secretary of State, and bearing the 
required signatures of the President of the Sen- 
ate, the Speaker of the House, and the 


Governor, the same being _ also vub- 
lished. by the State in the official 1aws 
of the session, was not a copy of 


the act as finally agreed upon by a conference 
committee of the two houses, and on their 
recommendation adopted by both houses in the 
closing hours of the session.

A BILL TO LEGALIZE A CABINET 
OFFICER'S DECISION. 








THE DISCUSSION OVER THE DINGLEY 
BILL IN THE HOUSE—ATTEMPT TO 
PASS IT BY CUTTING OFF DEBATE. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—Revenue measures 
were taken up in both the Senate and House 
this afternoon, but they were not passed in 
either house. In the Senate the Customs Ad- 
ministration bill was read. In the lower branch 
the Dingley bill—a measure, it was suggested by 
Mr. Turner of Georgia, to make the law conform 
to the decision of the Treasury Department— 
was discussed briefly, the criticism of the Demo- 
crats being sharp and irritating to the Repub- 
licans. 

Many of the Democrats who wished to be 
heard did not have opportunity to speak before 
Mr. Dingley insisted that the Committee of the 
Whole shouid rise and limit debate. The Demo- 
‘ crats asked for an hour and a half more time. 

Mr. Dingley would not consent to allowing more 

than forty minutes, on which decision the Demo- 
‘ crats fought. It would have been asaving of 
time if the Democratic request had been granted, 
for after about two hours had been spent in roll 
calls, the bill was still pending and the House 
adjourned to give the Republicans a chance to 
meet in caucus to arrange their programme for 
silver and other political legislation.

SPECIAL ORDER FOR TO-DAY 
_ AFTER WRANGLING—THE BUSINESS 
OF THE SENATE WELL CLEARED. 
ALBANY, April 29.—The Assembly juggled 
‘with ballot reform at each of three sessions 
to-day, and when every one was becoming oon- 


¥inced that both Republicans and Democrats 


Were artfully attempting to strangle it, the pro- 
ceedings ended at the evening session by the 
House ordering it to be considered to-morrow 
asa special order. The impression was general 


‘that neither side wanted the bill progressed. 


The bill was announced’ from the desk. One- 
half of the House was at once onite feet, the 


Republicans maintaining a careful watch to dis- 
cover what their engi opponents would do. 
Mr. Acker of Steuben County, Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, asked unanimous consent 
to order the bill to t reading. 

The Republicans were transported with delight 
when a Democrat, Nolan of Albany, who had 
been elected to office for his ballot-reform pro- 
Slivities, objected. 

Mr. Sheghan of Buffalo, the Democratic lead- 
er, played the best politics of his life. “I ask, 
Mr. Speaker,” he said, “that the bili be read 
now, or, if there be objection to that, at noon 
to-day, [in an hour.) It is the Ballot-Reform bill 
that passed the Senate unanimously last week, 
and I trust there will be no objection,” looking 
appealingly around the Demooratic side. 

** 1s there objection?” asked Speaker Husted. 
va prtuess,” exclaimed T. D. Sullivan of New- 


ork. 

**I object,” iterated Nolan of Albany. 

“The bill will be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee,” observed Speaker Husted dryly. 

“T ask,” ex ed Mr. Acker, “that it be 
read now.” 

The political fencing between the two parties 
‘Was very amusing, but clumsy. 

“There is no objection on my part,” said 


Sheehan. j 
“There is on mine,” cried Sullivan doggedly. 
“ And on mine,” echoed Nolan. 
“Task unanimous consent to say a word,” 


_ Was Sheehan’s next move. 


‘Oh, I must object to all of this,” interrupted 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., of Putnam. 

Clerk Chickering began a new order of busi- 
ness, When Mr. Sheehan asked: ‘‘ What disposi- 
tion has been made of the Ballot-Reform bill?” 

“It has gone to the Judiciary Committee,” 
observed Speaker Husted. 

“T move, then,” said Sheehan, “ that the com- 
mittee bé instructed to report forthwith.” 

“Ga. shall object to that,” replied Chairman 
er. 

Sheehan turned in surprise. ‘“‘What does the 
gentleman mean?” he demanded. ‘ A moment 
ago the gentleman wanted the bill read. There 
is no objection on this side of the house.” 

“Two objections have been filed against the 
bill,” observed the Speaker. 

« Will my objection kill it?” asked Sullivan. 

“Tt will delay it,” was the Speaker’s response. 

“Then I object,” exclaimed Sullivan. Sheehan 
coaxed, but Sullivan and Nolan were obdurate. 

Within an hour Sheehan made another effort 
to advance the measure, but this time Mr. Fish 
objected.

QUAY'S FO) 
CONGRESSMAN BAYNE’S REOKLESS SPEECH 
\ AT THE AMERICUS BANQUET. 

PrTTsBuRG, April 29.—There was one speech 
expected at the Americus Republican Club ban- 
quet on Saturday night last that was not deliv- 
ered, Strange to say, that speech has caused 
more. town talk than the oratorial flights of 
Speaker Reed and the eloquent periods of First 
Assistant Postmaster General Clarkson com- 
bined... , 

The last toast in the list was on “Ways and 
Means.” Congressman Thomas ™. Bayne of Al- 
legheny, a leading member of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, had been assigned to respond 
to it, The manner in which he did it was aston- 
ishing. He began his address by a reference to 
the six Republican Gubernatorial candidates 
present. _ This sent a cold chill up and down the 
backs of every man in the room. It had been 
decreed that State politics should be tabooed, 
and here was Senator Quay’s lieutenant starting 
out with a fair promise of making a “break.” 
He begait with his “dear friend” Major Ed Mon- 


tooth, and with fulsome compliment passed 
along the entire line, not even omitting good old 
Lieut. Gov. Davies, who was pleased beyond 
measure at the thought that he was counted .as 
being in the Gubernatorial race atall. Ateve 
sentence Speaker Reed tugged at Bayne’s coa 
tails with a “Sit down now, Tom, you’ve made 
your point !’ 
* Well, ’'ll make a—— sight better one,” re- 
sponded Bayne, and on he went with his erratic 
apo. Around the tables had been gathered 
all the representative men of the town. Espe- 
cially was there a large attendance at $8 a plate 
of men who had made their millious through the 
benificent legislation accomplished by past 
Ways and Means Committees. It was_ consid- 
ered eminently fitting that they should hear 
from their personal representative. But by the 
time Col. Bayne had reached hig subject he had 
cut such a ludicrous: figure and trodden upon 
such dangerous State political ground that half 
the guests had made a wild rush for the door, 
preferring not to hear him say what he shouldn't, 
and not caring to witness the only unpleasant 
incident of the night.

When Andrew Carnegie’s two-hundred-and- - 
thousand dollar library in Allegheny was dedi- 
cated in February last the Colonel was down for 
an address.

BURNED TO THE WATERS EDGE. 





THE STEAMER H. B. PLANT DESTROYED 
—FOUR LIVES PROBABLY LOST. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 29.—THe fine steam: 
er H. B. Plant of the People’s Line was burned 
to the water’s edge early this morningin Lake 
Beresford, a lurge lake opening off from St. 
John’s River, 107 miles south of this city. The 
vessel was en route to Sanford. Fire was first 
discovered at 3:45 o’clock, and was caused by a 
lamp explosion, the night watchman trying to 
refill the lamp in the oilroom while it was still 
burning.

Load after load was taken off to the shore, fully 
half a mile distant. Those who escaped say that 
it was a horrible experience to stand there on 
the burning vessel and know that their only de- 
pendence was on that small boat, on which 
every eye was intently fixed. 

Canoes from the shore came up and it is re- 
ported that all but four are safe. The missing 

ersons are E. Mallory, waiter, and W. Coleman, 
yeck hand, (colored,) and two deck passengers. 

The cabin passengers were Mr. and Mrs. F. 
Thocutt and two children of Columbus, Ga.; C.

M. Lea of Philadelphia, and fif- 
teen deck passengers.

SWEEPING EFFECTS OF THE SU- 
PREME COURT'S DECISION, 


OPINIONS OF OPPONENTS AND ADHERENTS 
OF PROHIBITION—PRESENT LIQUOR 
LAWS ARE CONSIDERED POWERLESS, 


The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the suit known as the “ Original Pack- 
age” case seems likely to exert an important in- 
fluence on the future of prohibition. The de- 
cision affirms that an inhabitant of any State 
may, under the operations of the interState 
commerce laws, and without license or supe)” 
‘vision of any public authority, carry or send into 
and sell in the other States any intoxicating 
liquors, in cases or kegs, or evenin single bottles 
or flasks, despite any legislation of those States 
on the subject, and although his own State 
should be the only one which had not enacted 
similar laws. This will have a bearing not only 
on States where prohibition prevails, but through-' 
out the country. 
Mr. A. E. J. Tovey. editor of the Brewers’ 
Journal, and Secretary of the Brewers’ Associa’ 
tion, said yesterday: “The effect of this decis- 
fon will be to encourage the consumption of 
malt liquors in the prohibition States. Of course, 
the result of this enlarged consumption will be 
to supply a market for the products of manufact- 
urers outside of the prohibition States, as they 
will not be allowed to manufacture either malt 
or spirituous liquors within the State. 
“But the great benefit consequent upon this 
decision consists in the fact that it will stamp 
out toa great extent the dispensing of cheap 
whiskies—vile compounds that are sold at high 
figures; the miserable stuff which maddens those 
who drink it and causes all the trouble. These 
compounds are dispensed surreptitiously by 
drug stores and perambulating barrooms in all 
the prohibition States and in Iowa and Kansas 
particularly. I suppose the decision will also 
affect the localities where local option exists. 
“Tregard it as a most righteous decision—a 
common-sense decision—and I hope that the 
people in Iowa will soon awake to the necessity 


of common sense being exercised on the ques- 
tion of malt and spirituous beverages. For the 
people will have them, and unquestionably the 
people pester malt re to what is now dis- 
pensed in the prohibition States. The importa- 
tion of bad liquor reached its maximum prior to 
the rendering of this decision, and its consump- 
on now certainly decrease. ; 

“Tt is not long since that a colony of 20,000 
Swedes left the State on account of the law. 
This decision of the Supreme Court will have 
the effect of ringing in the German, Scandi- 
navian, and other beer-drinking people, and un- 
der the new order of affairs, assured by the 
action of the highest legal tribunal, prohibition 
will be a thing of the past.” 

The editor of Bonfort’s Wine and Spirit Circu- 
lar, Mr. Sadler, said: “‘ This decision is a ver 
sweeping one, and will have the effect of nulli- 
tying prohibition. It will kill all such laws as are 
in force in Iowa, Maine, Vermont, and Kansas, 
and willhave the effect of preventiny the yoegne 
of Kansas from voting for prohibition. he 
authorities of the State will not attempt to en- 
force the prohibition law after this decision. 
Self- preservation will lead those States to adopt 
license. Not necessarily high license, for that 
is as bad as prohibition. The people of the State 
will come to the conclusion that they may as 
well derive the benefit from this source of 
revenue and by just so much reduce taxation 
and magn the material prosperity of the com- 
munity. ,

with cheap stufi—illegitimate stuff. Where the 
chances of confiscation are large the liquor is 
poor. There is no risk under this decision, and

“One resort, and one only, remains to the 
Prohibitionists in this yee gana A The courts 
of last resort having decided against them they 
sy: apply to Congress for the enactment of a 
national prohibitory law. But there is not 
much likelihood of their being successful in this 
direction.” 


Dr. Isaac K. Funk, publisher of the Prohibi- 
tion organ, the Voice, said: “I am not very 
much surprised at the decision. I supposedwhen 
the question came before the Supreme Court 
they would decide this way; because, under the 
inter-State commerce laws, it would really seem 
illegal to probibit the sale in one State of what 
‘was regarded by the country as a legitimate arti- 
cle of commerce. 

“The law, however, hits nigh license, in fact 
ali license, just as hard asit does prohibition 
because if the manufacturer has the right to sell 
his goods in unbroken packages in the State to 
which he we them, regardless of the laws of 
that State, a high-license law will have to give 
way just as much as the prohibitory law. 

# 8 will throw the whole question back to 
Congress, which will have to-decide what shall 
be the limitations of inter-State commerce, and 
that is really where the Prohibitionists of this 
country have desired the questidn to be placed. 
We believe that there will never be satisfactory 

rohibition in America except by national pro- 

bition. Local option and State prohibition are 
necessarily imperfect. 

“‘We desire the question to be settled national- 
ly. Hence we are not shedding any téars over 
the decision of the Supreme Court. The Re- 
peg poe Party has been trying to crystallize on 

gh license and local option, and have given 
usa bitter fight on this line, aayne: ‘Let us 
try this means first.’ But this decision shuts 
out both those factors from the future determin- 
ation of the subject.”

WHAT YOUR RIGHTS ARE AND WHAT 
YOUR LANDLORD MAY DO. 


'ro-morrow ig “ moving day,” and as it is a mat- 
ter of much importance to persons about to move 
to know exactly what their rights are and what 
the rights of landlords, THe Toes has obtained 
from,.;Chief Judge McAdam of: the City Court, 
who is one of the best authorities in this city on 
the laws governing the relations of landlord and 
tenant, the following statement of the provis- 
ions specifically applying to May Day: 

** All tenancies in the city of New-York,” said 
Judge MoAdam, “expire by custom May 1 at 
12M. There is also a statute providing that all 
agreements for the occupation of premises in 
the city of New-York which do not particularly 
specify the duration thereof shall expire May 1, 
and custom fixes the hour at 12.M.,so that all 


tenants who have not arranged with the land- 
lord for the use of the premises after that day 
may be removed after that hour in that species 
of summ proceedings known as ‘hold over. 
There are in the city of New-York eleven Dis- 
trict Courts in-which process is issued for the 
removal of tenants, and each of these courts 
issues on an average of 125 writs on May 1. The 
rule is to give the tenant two hour’s notice, so 
the tenant omitting to arrange with the land- 
lord for the new term and going to his business 
ag usual may find his goods on the sidewalk 
when he returns home. 

“This summary manner of dispossession exists 
only on May 1, for during the other months of 
the y even @ monthly tenant is entitled by 
special statute to five days’ notice from the 
landlord that he intends to take such proceed- 
. ings on the 1st of the month, but the provisions 
of this act do not apply to May 1, which is 
known as ‘ general moving day,’ a fact pampeen’ 
to be. so well known that people are expected to 
be on the lookout for these receenne without 
being specially forewarned. If the landlord 
fails to dispossess an overholding tenant he has 
the election of two remedies; he my Bago him 
as @ tresspasser or as a tenant holding over for 
@ new term at the rent provided by the original 
demise. The tenant, however, has no such op- 
tion, the law regarding the holding over by the 
tenant as an unlawful act. 

“There have been many decisions on the 
' question of holding over and its consequences. 

t, the holding over must be wrongful. It 
has been held that ifa member of a family isso , 
ill on the day when the term expires that it 
would endanger life to remove the invalid the 
holding over is not wrongful and no new ten- 
ancy is implied. It has also been held that 
where a fire occurs the night preceding the ex- 
piration of the term, and the goods and affairs 
of the tenant are in such a situation with ref- 
erence to insurance companies and otherwise 
that the goods cannot be moved, this holding 
over is not wrongful. Ithas always been hel 
that ‘litter and filth and worthless fragments 
and articles which tenants are often accustomed 
to leaye behiud them do not constitute a con- 
tinuance of the tenancy.’ The courts have held 
that the landlord’s remedy for such an injury is 
quite different from treating the tenancy as 
renewed by the’ omission to carry everything 
away, whether valuable or not. 

“ The tenant should, as a matter of prudence, 
surrender the key to the landlord on May 1 so 
as to make an effectual surrender of the prem- 
ises according to the implied terms of the 
demise, the delivery of the key being treated as 
@ symbolical yielding up or return of possession. 
But even the retention of the key, if accidental, 
does not always imply a wrongful holding over 
nor subject the tenaut to damages, but the onus 
is cast upon him to explain satisfactorily why 
it was not returned at the expiration of the 
te 


rm. 

« * Another incident growing out of the failure 
over the terms of ag So may be stated. The 
Court of Appeais has held that a landlord may 
serve upon his tenant notice that,if he holds 
over, his rent will be so much, (stafing the 
amount,) and if the tenant bolds over after re- 
ceiving this notice he is Pongo ain to have as- 
sented to the rent specified in the notice, and in 
this way a new hiring is effected on the terms 
specified in the notice. 

* Another interesting question often arises in 
this Mite 4 The tenant’s term expires May 1 at 
12M. e has omitted to make a new contract 
for hiring. The landlord gonseananaly rents 
to another, who expects to move in May 1 at 12 
M. Theold tenant fails to move out, and the 
new tenant cannot, in consequence, getin. The 
courts have held that where the holding over by 
the old tenant is wrongful the landlord is not 
Hable for the failure of the new tenant to get in, 
but the latter must seek his remedy against the 
person guilty of the wrong; to wit, the tenant in 

ossession, This is upon the theory that the land- 

ord’s contract is to give the right of possession, 
and not to putthe new tenant physically into 
possession, this being an act he is expected to 

erform himself. This embraces many of the 

ncidents of May Day in New-York, and suggests 
many of the difficulties that arise out of the con- 
troversies which they raise.”
